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Stephen Foster 


Stephen Foster was born July 4, 1826 
near Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. The sur- 
roundings of his birthplace were in har- 
mony with his soul. The pretty white 
cottage, that overlooked the winding Al- 
legheny River, was surrounded with 
locust trees and summer’s old-fashioned 
flowers. 

Such a cheery spot near water (his 
element) was an ideal location for the 
young Cancerite. For, whether they re- 
alize it or not, Cancerites are greatly 
i.fluenced by their surroundings, due 
to being mediumistic, receptive to ideas 
and possessing the ability of adaptation 
to their surroundings. Therefore they 
should choose cheerful ones in order to 
counteract their gloomy periods. 

America was celebrating its 50th 
birthday when Foster arrived. His 
father, brothers and sisters were at a 
picnic in Foster’s Grove when Lieve, 
their littke colored maid, came running 
to whisper, “The little one is here!” 

Little “Stephy”, as he later affection- 
ately was termed by the family, was 
welcome to his mother. Note Moon 
(Mother) conjunction Sun (Father) 
friendly with optimistic Jupiter and en- 
ergetic Mars. If Mrs. Foster could have 
compared Stephy’s chart with America’s, 
she could have foreseen his soul was in 
tune with his country’s—that it could 
express the soul of America through 
song. 

Stephy was only two years old when 
he picked out sweet little harmonies on 
her guitar. Not loud harsh tones, but 
true melodies as his poetic rhythm-lov- 
ing Mercury in Cancer appreciated and 
expressed. 

His exalted Moon (ruler of the 10th, 
enthroned in Cancer) gave him more 
ability to express musical rhythm. It 
had progressed at the time to his radical 
Mercury, “the lamp on his path,” which 
in turn was opposed, or pulled, by .its 
octave, Uranus, “The Awakener.” Thus 
the flower bud of his soul began to 
pull open, or unfold its petals. 

When he was seven, Stephen discov- 
ered a small flute one day in a music 
store and to the amazement of everyone 
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he picked it up and played Hail Colum- 
bia at once. 

Note his Sun posited in the spiritual, 
philosophical 9th (house of the Truth 
Seeker) trine his exalted Mars (energy, 
action) in the Ist and aided by generous 
Jupiter (expansion). Both his Mars and 
Jupiter then extended forth, like helping 
hands, to Neptune (Voice of Inspira- 
tion) in his Mental 3rd, which aided 
his spiritual perception, his fruitful in- 
ventive mind, and his ability to contact 
the artistic realm, also to produce inde- 
pendent writings, as the words of his 
songs later proved. 

Neptune, the octave of Venus, sym- 
bolizes the inspired musician. With Fos- 
ter’s Capricornian or professional Nep- 
tune thus working harmoniously with 
his extraordinary active Mars and prac- 
tical Jupiter in Virgo (work) and op- 
posing or pulling his Cancer stellium 
from its conventional “husks,” he had 
what “it takes” to make music a pro- 
fession. 

Note one triangle infolds within the 
other by generous Jupiter’s enthrone- 
ment in Virgo (work). And Jupiter in 
practical, earthy Virgo does work. Too 
busy for tears, he tends to “rise by his 
own bootstraps.” Also note Jupiter in 
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the 11th denoted that hopes and desires 
would be materialized. His dream chil- 
dren would be brought to earth through 
work (Virgo) and aided by friends 
(11th House). 

Jupiter in Virgo, we know, is not 
often the source to produce a million- 
aire. But trine to his Neptune, Stephen’s 
intuitive faculties were increased and 
charm and facility were added to the 
expression of his art so as to make it 
salable. And Jupiter sextile his Sun- 
Moon conjunction gave him hope, ex- 
panded his soul, and added a mirth, 
such as we find in “Long live the merry, 
merry heart.” 

His very active Mars sextile Neptune 
quickened his insight, sharpened his 
aesthetic and artistic senses, colored his 
personality, and readil; helped to at- 
tract opportunities. 

When nine, Stephen organized a the- 
atre company with the neighborhood 
boys. The Foster’s old carriage house 
became the troupe’s minstrel hall. Ste- 
phen, of course, was the star performer. 
Note again his Cancer stellium  trine 
Mars in the Ist (leadership) and also 
his planetary marker, Venus, in dram- 
atic, music-loving Leo in the 10th (pro- 
fession). 

When thirteen he wrote his first 
known piece of music, the Tioga Waltz 
for his school commencement at Tow- 
anda Academy which he attended. It 
was written for four flutes. After he 
and three classmates played the waltz, 
there was such great applause that Ste- 
phen really knew the people liked his 
music. 

When about fifteen his school days 
suddenly ended. He had started to Jef- 
ferson College but securing more _for- 
mal education grew so distasteful that 
he revolted, or pulled away from the 
conventional path to follow “Me,” or 
his “Master,” or super-mind (Uranus). 

We can readily understand the rea- 
son. His Sun had progressed to his 
radical Mercury and was opposed, or 
pulled by intuitive Uranus (the Re- 
valter or Reformer). We also can under- 
stand why he suffered from dizziness at 
this period. 

School days ended but his education 
continued. He studied what he needed: 
mathematics, French. German, the works 
of the great masters (Mozart, 
thoven and Weber were his special de- 
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lights), and the poems of Longfellow, 
Whittier, Bryant, Tennyson and Poe. 
Later he earned his way as a book- 


keeper for his brother in Cincinnati. 
(Jupiter in Virgo aided this tedious 
job). But from his window his soul 


could feed on the beauty of Kentucky’s 
rolling hills across the river and the 
darkies’ songs as they unloaded their 
boats along the wharfs. And his leisure 
hours were spent with his real love— 
music—improvising, composing, and 
writing the words that came along with 
it. 

Thus the flower of his soul gradually 
unfolded its petals. Open Thy Lattice, 
Love was his first published song (when 
eighteen ). 


Sudden Fame 


When twenty-two, Oh ! Susana! made 
him famous overnight. As the gold seek- 
ers covered wagons rumbled toward 
California in 1848, Oh! Susanna cheered 
the way. Soon “she” was popular with 


the slaves in the cotton fields and the 
sailors who carried “her” to foreign 
ports. “She” was loved in China, as 


well as in England’s prisons, and also 
was gavly whistled on the streets of 
Paris. Natives in Central America, as 
well as in Arabia, amused themselves 
humming, “Oh! Susanna, don’t you cry 
for me.” 

Foster received a hundred dollar bill 
for Oh! Susanna! It was a large amount 
of money in his day. As he looked at 
the bill he gasped, “All of this money 
mine? Now I can give up keeping books 
and earn my living writing songs.” 

His Sun then in the Mid-Heaven was 
progressing through the 10th (promo- 
tion, honor, distinction, fame). Song 
followed song. Then came marriage, 
Baby Marian, New York, with more 
songs—over a hundred more—totaling 
nearly two hundred. 

After his Sun progressed into Leo 
and began to square (be at war with) 
his Mars, Foster became the pitiful vic- 
tim of rum. Had the flower of his soul 
fully opened and begun to whither? 
Was his Cosmic Life’s work already 
finished? Yes, so it seemed for that in- 
carnation. 

On January 13, 1864, Stephen Fos- 
ter’s soul passed on. Even his wish of 
death was fulfilled!

[; WAS at the time of the UAW-CIO 
Convention at- Atlantic City a_ few 
years ago. We had just finished break- 
fast in a restaurant on the boardwalk 
and I was getting Richard Frenken- 
steen’s: birth-data.

“He does have a terrffic nativity,” I 
agreed, “but I would’nt want it. He 
walks on thin ice.” 

“And he likes it. I don’t think there's 
an ounce of fear in him.”

The chart I put up for the time of 
the attempted assassination on Tuesday 
night, April 20th, 9:51 P. M. Eastern 
Standard Time, revealed a most extra- 
ordinary thing. One degree and twenty- 
seven minutes of Sagittarius was rising, 
and Walter Reuther has one degree and 
twenty minutes of Gemini rising in his 
rectified birth chart! In the April 20th 
chart Jupiter is in the Ist house squared 
by the Moon which rules the 8th of 
death. And the Moon opposes Mars and 
Uranus in the 8th in his natal. I have 
heard that the Ist house cusp is the 
angle of life, and the 7th of death. 
If true, then this must have been his 
death-day all right, and he escaped only 
because Mercury was exactly trine to 
Mars—just as it is in his nativity.

1948 Progressons in the U. S. Chart 


T were is some difference of opinion 
among the astrologers as to the true 
United States chart. Some use a chart 
with a Libra Ascendant, erected for the 
ringing of the Liberty Bell in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., at a few minutes past noon. 
A few use a chart with Sagittarius ris- 
ing, erected for close to 6:30 in the 
evening of the same day, when the Dec- 
laration of Independence was read from 
the steps of Independence Hall. Others 
use one of two Gemini-rising charts, 
erected for the early hours of the morn- 
ing. 

After doing considerable research into 
American history to find a basis for 
these charts, I have been unable to find 
any facts for the later of the two Gem- 
ini charts—one that is erected for a little 
after 3 A.M. It has a 9th house Moon 
and the last decanate of Gemini ascend- 
ing. But, the earlier Gemini chart, with 
7 degrees and 35 minutes of Gemini 
on the Ascendant, seems to have plenty 
of basis for its use. . 

It is reported to be the chart made 
up by Thomas Jefferson, shortly after 
the birth of the nation. The time given 
is for the exact minute that John Han- 
cock, President of the Continental Con- 
gress, signed the Declaration, making us 
a new nation, though some of the bat- 
tles for freedom were still to be fought. 

Research shows that government men 
were not paid for their services during 
that period. They met together in the 
evening after their daily work was done, 
and attended to affairs of State. There 
is a story that this little group, with 
John Hancock at its head, sat until the 
wee hours of the morning trying to de- 
cide that grave question—should they 
leave England? They made their deci- 
sion, knowing full well that they would 
all be hanged for treason, if the rebel- 
lion failed. 

The most outstanding feature of the 
chart is the Moon in the 10th house. 
Here is government for the people, by 
the people, and of the people. This 
Moon trined by Uranus and Mars in 
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the Ist and Saturn in the 5th, gives 
“know how” of the greatest industrial 
civilization that has endured so far. 
Saturn trining the MC gives the stabil- 
itv of government that we so fortunately 
have known. 

Gemini describes our twin-party sys- 
tem, our restless traveling to and fro, 
our flying ability—for Gemini rules fly- 
ing. There are many other facts tending 
to prove the value of this chart; but for 
those wishing to use any of the others, 
who do not have access to a 1776 Eph- 
emeris, these progressions can be cor- 
rected for whatever chart you prefer. 
The progressed Moon moves 13 degrees 
and 51 minutes during the year. 

The outstanding. progression is the 
changing quality in the T-square oper- 
ating from the 2nd to the Sth to the 
7th and 8th; for progressed Mercury 
completes its square aspect to progressed 
Neptune during July of this year; and 
the whole group is activiated by the 
Uranus-Jupiter opposition, the 7th and 
8th house and being “literally” ripped 
loose in November by the conjunction 
of the transiting Mars. 

In this T-square we get the picture 
of a money war, with vast sums of 
money being spent by heads of govern- 
ment and business for speculative oper- 
ations. Capricorn is the sign of govern- 
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ment and business, and the progressed 
Sun denotes the heads of those groups; 
and its 8th house position, opposing 
radical Venus and Jupiter in the 2nd; 
shows how money is drawn through 
taxes from the personal pockets and 
homes of the people. 

Progressed Mercury, square to pro- 
gressed Neptune, gives us a picture of 
intrigue, undercover work, graft, deceit, 
falsity, misunderstanding. The breaking 
down of this square should herald the 
break-up of a “parnership or marriage,” 
created under false or misguided ideals, 
that came into effect with the passage 
of progressed Sun and Mercury through 
the 7th house of the chart in the sign 
Sagittarius. 

At is best, Sagittarius can be highly 
idealistic. At its worst, under a square 
of Neptune, it can gamble excitedly for 
false attainments. In the past few years, 
as progressed Sun, with progressed Mer- 
cury close behind it, opposed natal Mars, 
squared natal and progressed Neptune, 
with progressed Mars close by, we had 
all the false and glamorous Gods of a 
world crusade and “papers” like the 


Atlanta Charter. (Ed. Note The Sun 
entered Sagittarius by progression in 
1916-17, and entered the 7th House 


proper in 1925. In 1926 the progressed 
Sun opposed Uranus; in 1931-32 Mer- 
cury entered Sagittarius; the Sun op- 
posed Mars and Mercury, entering the 


7th house, opposed Uranus in 1936-37; , 


the Sun squared Neptune in 1940-41; 
Mercury opposed Mars in 1944, and 
squared Neptune in 1946-47. We believe 
that with the completion of Mercury’s 
square to Neptune, the scales fell from 
our eyes so that we could no longer 
indulge in wishful thinking. From this 
standpoint, the square has already 
“broken up,” and the current transiting 
Jupiter-Uranus opposition is merely 
proving the futility of what we tried 
to believe under the progressed Mercury 
square Neptune.) 

Now, the whole thing begins to fall 
apart. Progressed Mercury leaves the 
square in July; but the transiting Ju- 
piter may keep the bulging closet doors 
closed until it passes the edge of the 
square in November. There can be other 
repercussions from the releasing of this 
square which, while upsetting, will be 
good for all of us. Sagittarius is the 
sign of higher education and _philos- 


ophy. The square has been from this 
idealist sign to the house of children, 
love, creative instincts, and on its low 
side, gamblers. It has produced rackets 
of every kind, a rage of gambling, false 
and phony ideas about love, whoozy 
ideas on the raising of children, and 
complete chaos in education, All of these 
things are due for a shake-up, and it 
would not be surprising if many of the 
philosophic ideas that have been abroad 
did not dissipate like an ugly fog. 

The progressed Sun has now reached 
the opposition of natal Venus and is 
within one degree of a square to pro- 
gressed Mars. The square of Mars al- 
ways produces a reckless abandon in 
spending, whether it be physical, mental 
or material. Being in the 5th house, the 
outgo is from creative enterprise, the 
nation’s territories, the people’s children, 
and the fruits of labor, for Saturn, rul- 
ing labor, is in the 5th house. Neptune, 
too, is here, in the 5th, a part of the 
square, in the sign of food, grain and 
service. So these things, along with the 
rest, will be expended along the trine of 
Venus in the 9th house. 

Progressed Venus was within con- 
junction of natal Pluto and progressed 
South Node as Lend-Lease was devised. 
Its trine to progressed Neptune at the 
time tells us how easily it was obtained, 
while the natal square of Neptune to 
Mars indicates how susceptible we are 
to the type of scandal and waste in 
connection with Lend-Lease goods that 
came out publicly only later. 

It is easy to trace by that Venus- 
Neptune trine the picture of food, grain, 
war materials and man power flowing 
to foreign shores. Venus now is moving 
toward a trine of the natal Ascendant, 
a trine of natal and progressed Uranus, 
a conjunction with the midheaven, a 
trine of Saturn, a conjunction of the 
natal Moon and a trine of natal Mars 
as the years pass. Regardless of how 
one may feel personally, unexpected and 
surprising good fortune will come back 
to the American people as these fine as- 
pects are ticked off through the next 
fifteen years. 

But, the T-square of the progressed 
Sun, natal Venus and the progressed 
Mars is something else again. These 
aspects are definitely warlike and seri- 
ous. They call for cool heads and honest 
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appraisal, especially when coupled with 
a transit of Uranus over our Sun with 
its hysterical tendencies. By the time the 
Neptunian square has broken loose in 
November and the glamor is over, the 
fireworks can fly. But, at least, we can 
look this thing in the face. There will 
be no silken coverlet over it, as there 
has been with Neptune. It bodes ill, too, 
for the heads of business and govern- 
ment. Their lives and their health are 
in jeopardy with the afflicted progressed 
Sun in the 8th house. We have seen 
the rapid passing of top men since this 
T-square has been in operation, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt being the first, just as 
the progressed Sun touched the edge of 
the 8th cusp. 


Progressed Saturn is within trine of 
the natal Venus and in the 6th house. 
This gives us a picture of a people 
hard at work but making money at it. 
Saturn moves in trine to the Cancer 
planets for many years. 

Progressed Jupiter, conjunct natal 
Mercury in the 3rd house, sextile natal 
Neptune and opposite Pluto in the 9th, 
shows the movement of capital overseas, 
in speculative ventures of business and 
government. The progressed Moon is 
at 9° 52’ of Gemini on our 1948 birth- 
day, having made the conjunction of 
progressed Uranus and the Ascendant in 
early June. The people will begin to be 
heard as the progressed Moon comes 
down into the Ist house. They could do 
a right-about face and begin to run 
their own government. 

The trine of the progressed Moon to 
natal Saturn and the natal Midheaven 
at election time could make the people 
pretty pleased with themselves and the 
election. It trines the natal Moon by 
February and conjuncts natal Mars in 
April of 1949. Here it gives great en- 
ergy but becomes dangerous in its war- 
like quality when coupled with the rest 
of the chart; and then one faces the 
fact that it moves for more than seven 
months to the square of natal and pro- 
gressed Neptune, then toward the con- 
junction of natal Venus, the opposition 
of the progressed Sun and the square 
of progressed Mars. Months again, with 
danger of deception, fast spending, and 
warlike attitudes with few cool heads 
around. 

Just a word, now, about the big tran- 





sits in the 4th house. Transiting Saturn 
has been there since August of 1947. 
It brought cold homes in many parts of 
the nation during last winter. Those of 
you who can do something about your 
own fuel for the winter ahead had, bet- 
ter take care of it, for Saturn stays in 
the fourth until October of 1949. Saturn 
moves into Virgo in September of this 
year, where it has to do with food, 
health, grain and services. It will still 
be in the 4th so there. could be other 
scarcities besides fuel. This transit has 
shown us property difficulties; a scarcity 
of homes, the overlordship of the ten- 
ant holding prior claim for months, 
many times, on the landlord’s property. 

Transiting Pluto passes over this 4th 
house cusp on the 22nd of July. This 
looks very much as though a military 
group. might rule over the nation’s 
homes for some time. The transit itself 
is not badly aspected for some years; 
the natal cusp is protected by a sextile 
to natal Saturn; but the lords of the 
cusp, the natal and progressed Sun, are 
not so fortunate,

The primary directions for April 20th 
give a.directed ascendant of 10° 5+ 
Cancer, within a few minutes of an 
exact opposition to his natal Mars in 
Capricorn. The progressed Moon was 
25° 42’ Sagittarius square to natal Sat- 
urn. Uranus by transit was conjunct 
natal Pluto in Reuther’s 1st house, and 
Mercury (his ruler) was 20° Aries 
square to his natal Dragon’s Tail. On 
April 9, 1938, just ten years ago, the 
converse Mid-Heaven (primary direc- 
tion) was 10 Capricorn, conjunct natal 
Mars in the 8th, and the direct Mid 
Heaven was 25° Pisces, conjunct natal 
Saturn. He was beaten severely at that 
time. 

The occultists tell us that everyone 
has a death-day—a particular day (not 
necessarily the same each year) when 
the earth in its orbital revolution comes 
to a certain position with one’s ruling 
star. April 20th must have been the 
day this year when Walter Reuther 
could have died. A matter of a split- 
second was all that saved him. The pow- 
erful triple-trine of the Sun, Venus, and 
Mercury to his 8th house planets prob- 
ably accounted for it, 
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Planetary Orbits and Nodes 


Es should be clear to all students of 
modern astrology that, in the great ma- 
jority of cases, the astrologer and his 
charts do not refer to the planets as 
concrete celestial objects having sub- 
stance, size, mass and density, but rather 
as moving points; indeed as indicators 
of cyclic motions, somewhat as the 
hands of a clock indicate the passage 
of time. The positions of these planets 
are calculated in terms of celestial long- 
itude (i.e. in the zodiac), and longitude 
is figured with reference to the center 
of the planet; the planet is thereby re- 
duced to an abstract point cyclically 
moving through the emptiness of the 
sky. This is so, whether or not the 
acutal celestian body can be perceived 
as being of a definite size. It is so even 
in the case of the Sun and the Moon, 
which are relatively large discs or cres- 
cent-shapes extending over an arc of 
about half a degree—a fact very signi- 
ficant when one sees modern ephemer- 
ides calculating carefully the longitud- 
inal positions of Sun and Moon to the 
second of arc! This fact shows clearly 
that what is used in- most instances is 
not the concrete mass or disc of the 
Sun and the Moon, but instead the ab- 
straction of center—a theoretical point 
in motion through the zodiac. 

There are times, however, when the 
astrologer takes into consideration phe- 
nomena which actually depend upon the 
extended sizes of the solar and lunar 
discs, and give a more than abstract 
meaning to the orbits of the several 
members of the solar system. It is cases 
of this type that we are going to dis- 
cuss in this and the following articles; 
and foremost among these are the celes- 
tial phenomena occurring as a result of 
the particular way in which the orbits 
of Sun, Moon and planets are related 
at particular times. Eclipses, occulta- 
tions, “transits” (in the astronomical 
sense of the term) are such phenomena; 
and, considering them. we are led to a 
study of what are called the “nodes” of 
the planets—this study in turn impelling 
us to try to ascertain more carefully 
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the actual significance of the concept of 
“orbit.” 

The term, eclipse, refers only to what 
the ancient students of the sky called 
“the Lights,” viz. the Sun and the Moon. 
These two Lights appear as discs of 
light; and it is indeed a fact of extra- 
ordinary importance to those who seek 
to give meaning to the “why” of the 
universe perceived by man—strictly an 
‘‘anthropocentric” universe whether we 
like it or not, as it is bounded and de- 
fined by the limits ef our perceptions— 
that the discs of the Sun and of the 
Moon are of practically identical sizes. 
The odds against this coincidence are 
incommensurable, for it is only thanks 
to some extraordinarily nice cosmic ad- 
justments of actual sizes and distances 
from the earth that our one and only 
satellite and the one central body of our 
solar system appear to be discs of the 
same diameter.® 

This adjustment, the significance of 
which reaches to the very depths of 
cosmic harmony as perceived by (and 
intended for) earthly man, makes pos- 
sible the remarkable phenomenon of 
total eclipse, and, in the case of a total 
solar eclipse, the still stranger phenom- 
enon of the shadow of the Moon seem- 
ingly racing upon the earth-surface 
along the “path of totality” of the 
eclipse. Of late, a great deal of attention 
has been paid by Charles Jayne to these 
total eclipses’ paths, and his studies seem 
to have proven that they constitute mys- 
teriously enduring threads of destiny, 
whose interweavings somehow outline 
patterns of history in the making. How- 
ever, Our purpose in mentioning here 
eclipses is simply to point to the fact 
that when the astrologer studies them 
he ceases to consider celestial bodies as 
mere points moving in longitude; he

osophically speaking? In a sense, astrology and much 
(or most) of occultism are expressions of a_ phil- 
osophy of life in which coincidence is an expression 
of meaning. In other words, whatever happens to- 
gether is seen as related by a cosmic congruity 
which is a source of meaning; it does not merely 
happen together—it is, in sign ficant togetherness (or 
confluence of value). 
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deals as well with latitudes and with the 
fact that every planet or satellite moves 
in an orbital plane of its own. These 
planes intersect, and when the plane of 
the Earth’s orbit is taken as frame of 
reference, the points of intersection are 
called the nodes of the planets. 


The Meaning of the Nodes 


The plane of the Earth’s orbit, in geo- 
centric astrology, is the plane described 
by the apparent yearly motion of the 
visible Sun: the ecliptic. If the planets 
(the Moon included) moved in_ that 
plane there would be eclipses, occulta- 
tions and astronomical “transits” of 
Mercury and Venus over the Sun every 
time there are conjunctions and new Or 
full Moons. As it is, such phenomena 
occur only when the conjunctions or 
oppositions take place near the “line of 
nodes’”—that is, near the line of inter- 
section between the orbital plane of the 
planet in question and the ecliptic. The 
two ends of the line are the two nodes, 
and each can be given a precise zodiacal 
longitude, because celestial longitude 
means merely position on the ecliptic, 
and every node is a point on the ecliptic 
as well as on the elliptical orbit of the 
planet (or the Moon). When the planet 
reaches in its orbit the point at which 
it crosses the ecliptic from southern to 
northern latitude, it is at its north node. 
It is at the opposite zodiacal point, the 
south node, when it moves irom north- 
ern to southern latitude. 

Solar eclipses occur when the Moon 
comes to conjoin the Sun (New Moon) 
at about the time when the Moon is lo- 
cated at one of her nodes. When the 
Moon, near one of her nodes, opposes 
the Sun (Full Moon) a lunar eclipse 
occurs. At New Moon, the Moon is 
located exactly. between the Earth and 
the Sun. And this can occur also to the 
planets Mercury and Venus, when these 
planets make so-called “inferior” con- 
junctions to the Sun; at which time they 
move in a retrograde manner. When 
these inferior conjunctions occur close 
enough to the exact positions of one 
of the nodes of these planets, Mercury 
or Venus can be seen (in a telescope) 
passing, as dark dots, over the surface 
of the Sun’s disc. This is what the as- 
tronomer calls a “transit” (not to be 
confused with the astrological type of 
transits ). 


Eclipses are spectacular and Mer- 
cury’s or Venus’ “transits” over the Sun 
are infrequent enough to attract the 
astronomer’s attention; but to the_phil- 
osophically minded astrologer these phe- 
nomena are only special cases which 
bring to a sharper focus a general type 
of thought and point to a mostly un- 
explored field of astrological meaning 
—the field of what might be called 
“orbital astrology.”” And, from the point 
of view of orbital astrology, a celestial 
body—be it planet, satellite, sun or star 
—is to be considered as a moving lens 
bringing to an ever-changing focus the 
emanative energies diffuse throughout 
the space outlined by the orbit of this 
body around some more central point or 
mass in the cosmos. 

This concept is not new and we find 
it implied in the ancient system of con- 
centric “planetary spheres.” However, at 
the time of Ptolemy the geocentric ap- 
proach was not yet superseded by the 
heliocentric—even though the latter was 
already known. Thus the series of con- 
centric spheres, each “ruled” by a celes- 
tial body (and at the end of the series, 
by the Fixed Stars and the Primum 
Mobile, or the Great Architect of the 
Universe), was a series whose center 
was our Earth; the latter being consid- 
ered as a microcosm, or small replica of 
the great cosmos as a whole. 


Orbital Space 


Now that the heliocentric system can 
be said to be unchallenged as an ex- 
planation of the so-called facts of the 
universe, it has become necessary to 
reformulate the basic concept of “plan- 
etary sphere” and to speak instead of 
orbital space. The universe appears to 
us, moderns, as a vast combination of 
celestial bodies moving in elliptical or- 
bits around some central mass which in 
turn circles around a more powerful 
focus of attraction, etc. During the nine- 
teenth century there seemed to be no 
conceivable limit to the progressive 
series of orbits within orbits; but since 
Finstein, the ancient ide: that universal 
space does not extend infinitely in all 
directions, but is some sort of closed 
spheroidal whole (the “egg of Brahma’”’ 
of Hindu tradition) has become revivi- 
fied. 

Astronomers are not ready as vet to 
say that the Sun and the stars are lenses 
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through which the homogeneous but dif- 
fuse energy of a realm of pure power 
are focused and differentiated, then ra- 
diated throughout the cosmic field under 
their electro-magnetic (or gravitational ) 
control; but the time may be when they 
will recognize such a possibility. From 
the point of view of orbital astrology 
our Sun controls by its complex emana- 
tions the entire field of our solar sys- 
tem, but it also is moving around some 
parent body, describing thus a “galactic” 
orbit. The energies which emanate from 
the Sun are originally and in their dif- 
fuse condition, spread through the cos- 
mic space outlined by this galactic or- 
bit; but as the Sun moves along the 
periphery of this orbital space it con- 
stantly brings these diffuse energies to 
a dynamic focus. The vast powers in- 
herent in this orbital space are released 
through the Sun; and this release oper- 
ates always in a different direction be- 
cause the Sun alters at every moment 
its position. 

When we come to consider our solar 
system as the field of release of these 
powers that stream forth from the Sun, 
we then interpret the orbits described 
by all the planets of a complex mechan- 
ism of differentiation for the still homo- 
geneous solar energy—we might say al- 
most.as a “diffraction grating.” Each 
planetary orbit separates or differen- 
tiates one type of energy from the total 
solar emanation and releases it for use 
throughout the solar system and beyond. 
The constantly shifting focus of the dif- 
ferentiating process is the body of the 
planet. As this body moves along its 
elliptical orbit it brings to a focus the 
differentiating power (or resistance to 
the solar ray) of its entire orbital space ; 
and a stream of differentiated energy 
flows from the place where the planet 
is located on its orbit. The first process 
of differentiation of solar power is thus 
(as far as we know today) produced by 
Mercury’s orbit; the second, by Venus’ 
orbit; the third, by the Earth’s orbit, 
etc. And secondary processes are per- 
formed through the orbits of the satel- 
lites of the planets—such as our Moon. 


The picture thus presented is entirely 
heliocentric—except where satellites are 
concerned. The orbits of the planets are, 
however, not concentric, for they are 
ellipses. Ellipses have two foci, and one 


of these foci is common to all planetary 
orbits; this common focus being oc- 
cupied by the Sun. This is a very im- 
portant fact, for it shows that the func- 
tion of every planetary orbit operates 
on a bi-polar rhythm, and that while 
the Sun represents the ‘““common factor” 
in all that is planetary, there is also an 
“individualizing factor” at work in every 
planetary orbit—and this factor can be 
said to be centered at the focus of the 
planet’s ellipse which this planet does 
not share with any other planet. 

Moreover, as we already saw, each 
orbit has its own plane, and all these 
planes intersect. From a strictly helio- 
centric point of view what should be 
considered is the inclination of each or- 
bital plane to the “Invariable Plane” 
which is the plane around which the 
entire system of planets is balanced; but 
the traditional way of measuring the 
inclination of the planets’ orbits is with 
reference to the ecliptic, which is the 
plane of our Earth’s orbit. The line of 
nodes of a planet (and of our satellite) 
is therefore, we repeat, the line of inter- 
section of the plane of the planet’s orbit 
with the plane of the ecliptic. 


Positions of the Planets’ Nodes 


The positions in longitude of the nodes 

are one of the six basic elements of any 
planetary orbit. The degree of inclina- 
tion of the orbit, the eccentricity and 
other factors related to the shape of its 
ellipse, are other elements. All these 
elements vary constantly, yet very 
slowly. The astronomer speaks of their 
“secular variations,” but the complete 
cycles of such changes in the eccentric- 
ity of the planets’ orbits, or in the posi- 
tion of the line of apsides, are measured 
(as far as we know) by tens of thous- 
ands of years. The positions of the 
nodes of the planets move along the 
zodiac—that is, their longitudes vary— 
just as slowly, or still more slowly. 
And it seems that this nodal motion is 
not always in the same direction, though 
the subject is obscure. Hindu astrono- 
mers did study it and give enormous 
figures for these cycles. 

At any rate, modern ephermides give 
the present longitudes of all the planets’ 
nodes, and these, curiously enough, are 
bunched within less than 84 degrees, as 
follows:

- The south nodes are placed exactly at 
the opposite points of the zodiac, thus 
between Scorpio 18° and Aquarius 12°; 
and, as a result, two important zodiacal 
zones are outlined centered approxi- 
mately around the summer and winter 
solstices. But a few days after the sum- 
mer solstice the Earth is at its aphelion 
(i.e. its maximum distance from the Sun 
and minimum distance to the “individ- 
ualizing focus” of its ellipse); while it 
reaches its perihelion (the reverse point ) 
around January Ist of each year. 

This seems to be highly significant, 
because the planetary nodes are the 
points of most direct relationship be- 
tween the orbits of the planets and our 
Earth’s orbit; and if we consider the 
orbit of a planet as the deeper, more 
cosmic reality of what this planet rep- 
resents, the points where its orbit and 
ours intersect are points of more intense 
relationship—the most focalized expres- 
sions of such interplanetary relationship 
being when the planet and the Earth are 
either conjunct or in opposition (in 
heliocentric positions) on the degrees of 
the planet’s nodes.* 

Now, when the Earth is closest to the 
“individualizing focus” of its elliptical 
orbit (aphelion) the Sun appears to be 
in Cancer, the zodiacal sign of strongest 
personal integration within a narrow 
field of individualized expression (the 
home, the personality, etc.) By heliocen-

the conjunction that 
planet is then in 
opposition to that of the geocentric Sun. For in- 
stance, Saturn reached its north node (Cancer 23°) 
on February 28, 1946; and on January 12th, a 
heliocentric conjunction of the Earth and Mars oc- 
curred practically on that node, within two degrees 
of Saturn. When our atomic bomb exploded over 
Hiroshima heliocentric Uranus was almost exactly 
on its north node; but the Earth was in opposition 
to that point (thus on Uranus’ scuth node) on June 
4th, presumably about the time the very first test 
was unofficially made,

tric position the Earth is then located 
in Capricorn; thus, at the center of the 
region where the south nodes of the 
planets are bunched. As the south node 
has, in general, a negative significance 
—or at least symbolizes the point of 
least exertion and spontaneous (or auto- 
matic) release of energy—this means 
that while the Earth-globe moves through 
Capricorn (after the summer solstice) 
the relationship of the Earth-orbit to 
all the planets’ orbits has a negative 
south-node coloring. 

What happens is that the differentiat- 
ing power of the planets is at its lowest 
ebb insofar as the Earth is concerned; 
and the Earth is individualizing itself 
in a condition of relative unrelatedness 
to the other planets—an_ isolationistic 
and autarchic condition. 

When, on the other hand, the Earth 
reaches its perihelion early in January 
and comes closest to the Sun, the “com- 
mon focus” of its orbit (the one it 
shares with all other planets), it passes 
through the sign Cancer (while the ap- 
parently moving Sun passes through 
Capricorn), and thus through the region 
of the planets’ north nodes. The orbital 
relationship between the Earth and the 
planets is then most positive, the north 
node being a symbol of positive integra- 
tion. The planetary powers operate most 
strongly upon the Farth’s orbit; espe- 
cially so, if the planets’ globes are (he- 
liocentrically) also near their orbits’ 
north nodes. 

If it be true that the nodes of the 
planets move cyclically around the zo- 
diac, this coincidence between the sol- 
stices and the nodal zones of the planets 
will not last; nor will the bunching of 
the nodes within two opposite 90° angles 
last, as these nodes do not all move 
with the same speed and in the same 
way. Astronomers do not appear to 
know enough about this subject of 
planet-nodes’ cycles to allow a clear 
picture of what happens during a period 
of, say, a million years; but it is pos- 
sible that there are periodic times when 
the planets’ nodes are bunched together 
as they are today, and perhaps far more 
so. Such times may mark turning points 
in the evolution of human consciousness 
on the Earth, and even changes in the 
dynamic balance or orientation of cre- 
ative forces in the solar system as a 
whole,

As for 
the late F.D.R., he was a man of lofty 
ideals if there ever was.one, the greatest 
genius in domestic politics that this coun- 
try has ever produced but—in interna- 
tional politics |! ? —a babe in arms. Stalin 
and Churchill literally ate him alive. 
Sut there is still hope for America 
and the world. The American woods 
are full of great ‘really great) men and 
there is another election soon (thank 
God!) We still have faith in this di- 
vinely destined nation. Our history has 
time and again proved that when most 
needed, the right man to meet a national 
crisis has always (for some occult rea- 
son) appeared and for reasons that are 
equally inexplicable has been accepted, 
and elected, by that weird creature 
known as the American voter. 

Anent the alleged exposé recently 
launched by our State Department, quite 
naturally in retaliation, and in keeping 
with the general purpose of the prop-

She always loudly clamors 
for something she wouldn't really have 
as a gift in order to divert the attention 
of the opposition from her real object- 
ive which is ever effectively concealed 
because it is never even remotely related 
to the subject matter of current nego- 
tiations, ever looking far in the future. 
Her ultimate objective is so far removed 
from present contentions that only 
statesmen of equal vision and acumen 
can divine her real purposes. 

For instance, it may or inay not be news 
to average persons at the present time but 
it is nevertheless a fact that as long ago 
as 1924 a responsible member of the 
British Foreign Office publicily made the 
remark (what short memories we have!) 
that the future of the British Empire 
was in Africa—-think that one over. Re- 
view the maneuvers of the British For- 
eign Office during the past thirty vears, 
more or less, with that (most signifi- 
cant) clue in mind. Does it require so 
much. skill in deduction to fit their ac- 
tions into that pattern? A quick resumé 
of events will reveal, beyond any shadow 
of a doubt, that they have been remark- 
ably consistent in moving (however 
slowly) directly to that objective. Of 
course Russia will wind up with all of 
Europe and Asia—Britain doesn’t want 
any part of it anyway. All they demand, 
as an essential part of their overall plan, 
is control of or complete freedom in the 
Middle East—Suez, the Dardanelles and 
Greece, because naturally such a life 
line is necessary for the ultimate and 
permanent protection of their future 
African Empire In the meantime if 
they can induce the U.S.A. to hold the 
line in the Middle East, while they te- 


form their lines and recuperate from 
the effects of that last game which they 
won also thru the cooperation of the 
U.S., they are all set. They only need 
a little time—and one more war. Why 
did they give up India? It was no 
longer an asset in their overall plan. 
They are deliberately liquidating their 
Eastern Empire, but not the British 
Empire. They only retained Singapore 
because it is necessary as a gateway to, 
and protection for Australia. Should 
Australia decide for any reason to se- 
cede from the Empire (more than a 
possibility—and it is doubtful that Brit- 
ain particularly cares whether they do 
or not) the British would drop Singa- 
pore like a hot potato. 

Can all this be achieved without war? 
It can—but it is unlikely that it will be 
—human nature being what it is. It so 
happens that that Oriental statesman in 
the Kremlin is also ambitious and im- 
perialistc. Don’t think he doesn’t know 
what Britain is up to—and he doesn’t 
like it. The idea of “Two Worlds” 
doesn’t appeal to him at all. The con- 
cession of Europe and Asia does not 
satisfy him (he figures on getting that 
anyway). It will in all probability take 
« war to convince him that that’s all he’s 
going to get (as if it wasn’t enough). 

As for that 1939 (double) deal which 
unquestionably precipitated World War 
Il (everybody who knows anything 
knows it was a deliberate conspiracy ), 
both Britain and Russia played their 
cards well. Britain with great fanfare 
sent a commission to Moscow with 
the ostensible purpose of negotiating a 
treaty with Russia but much to their 
(apparent) chagrin were allowed to cool 
their heels while Stalin completed a 
treaty with Hitler. Whereupon the Prit- 
ish suddenly and, with well simulated 
surprise, came to life and left in a huff 
—(“curtain”). The British never wanted 
a treaty with Russia in the first place and 
had no intention of entering into any: 
3yv a (secret) secret agreement with 
Stalin, consummated in advance in a 
diplomatic vault by the British Secret 
Service (an “empire” within ar Empire), 
the two real conspirators (Britain and 
Russia) by that phony Russo-German 
Pact effectively forged a “ring of steel” 
around Hitler—the very thing Britain 
was after Thus thev were guaranteed the 
ultimate defeat of Hitler, Albeit for this 
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they paid a high price. They traded 
their well-nigh traditional “Balance of 
Power” in Europe, which they had held 
for 300 years, more or less.* But they 
were prepared for this. A year previously 
they had been warned by the Russian 
Ambassador in London that such might 
be the deal, to wit: “There are only 
two armies in Europe, the German Army 
and the Russian Army and neither of 
them can be had for peanuts.” 

The Russians, having driven a hard 
bargain kept their part of it. Remember 
the Besserabian incident June 29, 19407 
—three days after the fall of France ?— 
the handwriting on the wall for all to see. 
And was Hitler furious? But he knew 
he had been sold down the river by perfi- 
dious Albion before that. After Dunkirk 
he had the choice of taking over a 
prostrate Britain (strictly duck soup) 
or a completely disorganized France. 
There is no question (in the light of 
subsequent events) but that, at the time 
of Dunkirk, Ribbentrop had been quietly 
advised by the Russian Ambassador in 

Serlin that Russia would prefer that he 
choose France—first. Then, and not until 
then, did Hitler know the score—the car- 
pets must have gotten quite a workout 
on that occasion. 

Britain—Socialistic! What a lot of 
poppycock! They are (at heart) no 
more Socialistic than the mythical king- 
dom of Graustark. Those British are 
good chess players and they also play 
a mean game of (international) poker 

strictly cut-throat. Apropos which it is 
becoming increasingly apparent that there 
is some “doubt as yet as to whose throat 
was cut in that 1939 deal. While Stalin 
chants monotonously, “The bond! The 
bond!” Britain looks frantically for a 
Portia.** 

From the point of view of the U.S., 
there is a promise and some consolation 
in the classic reply of Bismarck to one 
who asked him what in his opinion was 
the most important event of the 19th 
Century. His reply? “America speaks 
English,” but merciful God!—how we 
Americans need a statesman — and now, 
if ever.

ANSWER: In our opinion it is cor- 


rect to erect a Solar Return for the lo- 
cality in which you happen to be resid- 
ing, even temporarily, i.e, an event 
should be keyed to the locality in which 
it Occugs. This rule would apply to any 
transit chart such as lunar return, Key 
Cycle, Diurnal, ete. 

On the other hand, it would seem logi- 
cal to correlate Progressions to the local- 
ity in which the individual may be at 
the time the progressed pattern is com- 
pleted en potentia. Usually this is the 
place of birth except in cases where the 
parents move to a new locality soon 
after the child’s birth or are traveling at 
the time,

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It must be noted that we here refer 
to the progressed chart as a pattern of 
forces and tendencies incorporated. in 
the psyche as potentialities only. Never- 
theless as such (like the natal chart) it 
continues as a potent factor throughout 
the life. For the more precise effects in 
later life we must necessarily readjust 
this chart to the locality wherein those 
progressed forces are ultimately released. 
It may readily be seen however that by 
comparison the original pattern (for the 
place of birth or locality during infancy) 
must necessarily be accepted as the dom- 
inant and determinant factor since it re- 
veals forces, tendencies and potentialities, 
etc., actually incorporated in the psyche 
at that time and place. By the same 
token a chart -for conception should be 
a much more significant and _ reliable 
guide to individual character and destiny 
than is the birth chart. Theoretically at 
least, the charts of birth and conception 
are in the same relation-as the progressed 
and birth charts respectively. 

This all reverts to the axiomatic prem- 
ise that “nothing can act but where it is,”’ 
which incidentally also furnishes the ra- 
tional basis for geocentric astrology in 
general (as distinct from, and preferabie 
to, heliocentric). The basic «premise 
(above) suggests the query, “but—where 
is it?” to which in the terms of rela- 
tivity we must answer, “where it appears 
to be.” 


MIAMI 
Miami, Fla. 


Your magazine has a_ regrettable 
lack of information regarding cities in 
the U.S. Here is some on Miami, 
Florida. 

Miami was laid out according to 
Florida Zonal Laws on July 28, 1896, 
according to the present assistant city 
manager. I have the Ascendant for 
that occasion, 7° 17’ Sagittarius (see 
Chart #1), and it works, but have lost 
the time so cannot accurately place the 
planets. 

The Miami natal Moon in Pisces in 
the 4th has made houseboats out of 
some homes in some parts and seems 
to be ambitious to advance in this du- 
bious line of progress. 

I now find that the chart I used was 
the conception chart and that on July 


16, 1921, at noon (see Chart #2), the 


real charter of Miami as an inde pend- 
ent city with her own city manager and 
@ mayor was signed.

COMMENT: We have presented 


both charts for purposes of comparison. 
Note the position of the moon in Chart 
#2 in relation to the Ascendant of Chart 
#1—quite what we would expect if we 
accept #1 as the chart of conception and 
#2 as the chart of (civic) birth. Also 
worthy of note are the contacts of the 
North Node to the Part of Fortune and 
the Part of Fortune to the Sun, from 
#1 to 2 respectively.

1 see there have been a few letters 
in reply to your publication of my 
“potpourri” in the January issue. El- 
len McCaffery’s remarks are quite 
pertinent with regard to Switzerland; 
however, continual “proof” of the im- 
portance of the 1848 date is being 
given out almost weekly here as 1948 
is the centenary year. The Swiss 
president only last week referred to 
1848 as the year of the birth of the 
Swiss Constitution and a recent talk 
by the history professor of the Um- 
versity of Lausanne on the radio gave 
a short summary of the development 
of his country and referred to the 
September 1848 Constitution as being 
the birth of modern Switzerland. 

In any case, any date prior to 1848 
should, I believe, be regarded as a 
pre-natal birthdate. We must not for- 
get that it was only in March 1848 
that the Canton of Neuchatel joined 
the other Cantons, having been under 
the rule of Prussia until then. The 
1848 Constitution is definitely the birth 
moment of Switzerland as a nation in 
the modern sense of the term as there 
was no confederation before it, only 
a league of alliance between sovereign 
cantons. 

As for the date Miss McCaffery 
offers for the French Fourth Repub- 
lic, I shall communicate it to the 
French astrologers. They do not seem 
to accept it as yet, since their tech- 
nical astrological review, Les Cahiers 
Astrologiques, in their issue for Jan- 
uary-February 1947, gave the chart of 
the placing of the seal on the Consti- 
tution as being the natus of the Fourth 
Republic (though they admit that the 
Constitution was adopted already on 
October 13, 1946, 17 days earlier). 

I have what may prove to be an 
important piece of astrological news 
for you: the inauguration in Lille, 
France, of a National Academy of 
Astrology, founded with the semi- 
official (which may soon become of- 
ficial) approval of the University of 
Lille. The founder is Secretary to the 
Faculty of Letters in the University 
and has striven for about twenty vears 
to get astrology accepted officially. 
The inauguration ceremony lasted two 


days (January 17 and 18) and fea- 
tured an international and fraternal 
meeting of Belgian and French astrol- 
ogers who addressed an enthusiastic 
audience (public on the 17th and in- 
vited only on the 18th) within the 
precincts of the University. 1 had 
been invited to take part as a British 
and Swiss representative at the same 
time and in my capacity of Life 
Foundation Member. Your great as- 
trologer, Dane Rudhyar, has been kind 
enough to accept nomination—also as 
a Life Foundation Member. His pio- 
necr work in establishing the founda- 
tions and technique of a true 20th 
century psychological astrology is al- 
ready finding-sympathy among French 
and Belgian astrologers and will be- 
come an essential part of the study 
demanded of students passing through 
the Academy on their way to profes- 
sional status. I wonder whether such: 
a step has been envisioned by teach- 
ing bodies in the United States? 

An interesting book has just been 
released in France by the Editions du 
Nouvel Humanisme, an astrological 
treauise written by Count Henry de 
Boulginviller in 1717 and featuring 
already the use of heliocentric posi- 
tions in birth-chart analysis! This 
book remained in manuscript form 
until its publication last year. Two of 
the manuscripts are to be found in the 
French National Library and one was 
in the possession of the I'rench astrol- 
oger Julevno, the most complete and 
the oldest. There are interesting in- 
terpretations of 68 birth-charts-of fa- 
mous people and royalties with the 
geocentric and heliocentric positions 
of the planets calculated to the second 
of longitude, including those of Jupi- 
ter and Saturn! 

This book has awakened,a great in- 
terest in the possible application of 
heliocentric positions to natal interpre- 
tations; your emphemerides which 
feature such positions should there- 
fore find a sympathetic reception in 
France at this time. I have already 
mentioned their cristence to the Inter- 
national Centre of Astrology in Paris. 

Should any readers desire the data 
of historical personages given in this 
book—such as Nostradamus, Saint 
Therese of Avila, Jerome Cardan, 
Martin Luther, John Calvin, Ma- 
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homet, Erasmus, Cromwell, Mary 
Stuart, queen of Scotland, Elizabeth, 
queen of England, etc. or any of the 
French Kings—just let me know.

COMMENT: With regard to Switz- 
erland, it would seem that we might con- 
sider both (1291 and 1848) charts, ac- 
cepting that of Aug. 1, 1291 as the in- 
spirational (conception or inception) 
chart of the nation, as Mrs. McCaffery 
suggested. We have seen how this ap- 
pears to be a valid approach in the case 
of a city (Miami, Fla., page 16 of this 
issue ). 

No authentic hour is given (or known) 
for either of the Swiss charts. For ex- 
perimental purposes, we might reason- 
ably apply the rule that seemed to give 
such satisfactory results in the case of 
Miami. This is in fact a modification of 
the Prenatal Epoch, using the moon of 
Incorporation (or Confederation) as the 
Ascendant (or Descendant) of the in- 
ception chart. Since the Moon at Green- 
wich noon Sept. 12, 1848 was 9° 4% 
Pisces, by this rule the 1291 chart would 
have either Pisces or Virgo rising. Stu- 
dents may use their own judgment as to 
which (if either) is most acceptable for 
the purposes of research. 

For the convenience of students we 
are reproducing herewith an Inception 
chart with Pisces (Confederation moon ) 
ascending.

The Confederation chart for Septem- 
ber 12, 1848 also lacks any authentic 
hour but for research purposes, since in 
any case the Ascendant must be purely 
speculative, we may logically follow thru 
with the method already tentatively 
adopted. Therefore, placing the incep- 
tion Moon on the Ascendant of this chart 
we get Libra rising. Of course, it would 
be just as reasonable to reverse this and 
use an Aries Ascendant. 

Of course it is understood that these 
charts are purely speculative and as be- 
fore stated are only presented for the 
convenience of students who may be in- 
terested in research, particularly in the 
matter of rectification. 

For instance in the Miami charts we 
found that the Moon’s Nodes in Chart 
#1 were correlated to the Part of For- 
tune in Chart # 2. Applying this as a 
rule to these Swiss charts would place 
the Part of Fortune of the 1948 chart in 
26° 12’ Leo or Aquarius, giving either 
a Pisces or Virgo Ascendant. Similar 
adjustments may be made in a wide va- 
riety of ways, all for the purpose of find- 
ing those (if any) contacts which uni- 
formly apply with a consistency that may 
justify their adoption as general rules 
for rectification of mundane (possibly, 
also, natal) charts. 

Anent the Swiss people and their na- 
tional characteristics, Mrs. McCaffery*®* 
refers to “Saturn rising in Aries” in

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the chart furnished by Mr. Ruperti.* A 
better example of an Aries Saturn (posi- 
tive) could scarcely be found than is 
found in the national characteristics of 
Switzerland—perpetual armed _neutral- 
ity, static system of national defense, 
standing (citizen) army — everything 
about them bespeaks just that—Saturn 
rising in Aries. In fact, so characteristic 
is this of the Swiss national character, 
attitude, methods, etc., that astrological 
students might profitably study the his- 
tory and aptitudes, methods and tenden- 
cies of these people as a lesson in the 
potentialities and significance of that par- 
ticular configuration. All the better Sa- 
turnian qualities are theirs—(Saturn 
trine Sun) endurance, fortitude, pa- 
tience, back of bombast (no sabre-rat- 
tling), yet a quiet strength, restrained 
force, a watch dog constantly on leash. 
Perhaps it is chained lightning—who 
knows? It has never had occasion to be 
released in modern times. Finally, in 
peacetime (inJustrial) pursuits the singu- 
lar aptitude of the Swiss for the con- 
struction and manufacture of delicate, 
highly specialized mechanisms and pre- 
cision instruments, e.g., watches, optical 
glasses, etc., all is in keeping with, and 
what one might: expect from, Saturn 
(precision) in Aries (Mars—mecha- 
nisms ). 


THIS YEAR 
From Astrology, the Astrologers’ 
Quarterly (London): 


The Vernal Equinox (1948). The 
best point seems to be the trine of the 
Lights. The Sun, of course, 1s neces- 
sarily exalted, but the Moon, Venus 
and Jupiter are also in their own 
signs.

The place of Saturn im our 1066 
map (England) is exactly rising, and, 
this being Virgo, food problems will 
remain with us. Also Jupiter is on the 
place of Uranus in the same 1066 
map, and Uranus itself is near the op- 
position of the same place. Since Sag- 
ittarius its involved, foreign affairs 
will still be unpleasantly near the 
bursting-point. Uranus remains near 
the place of Mars in the U.S.A. 
figure.

ced on 5 le nee in the 1848 chart, Aries will 
be rising, placing the 1291 Saturn on the Confedera.- 
tion Ascendant. 


It is difficult to see any real answer 
to our economic difficulties; but the 
resources of modern science, if only 
they were properly utilized, are almost 
unbounded, and, in an epoch which ts 
certainly under Aquarius (whether it 
be the so-called “Aquarian Age” or 
not), it is to science that we must look 
for our salvation—or our destruction. 


COMMENT: In addition to the 


Vernal Equinox chart as a key to events 
during the corresponding solar cycle, we 
feel that there are other planetary patterns 
which may also provide a form of refer- 
ence for the interpretation of current 
events and present conditions and a clue 
to possible future developments in 
human relations. These are the planetary 
configurations prevailing at times when 
humanity thru mass emotional response 
to. its collectivé experiences of the 
moment is unusually responsive to cos- 
mic (magnetic o- otherwise) forces and 
conditions. 

The Vernal Equinox for any year is, 
of course, the major key to the year in 
question, the planetary patterns coincid- 
ing with other major changes in the 
Solar Cycle (viz., Autumnal Equinox, 
Summer and Winter Solstices)) being ac 
cepted as equally significant for the 
period commencing at that time. To a 
lesser degree, theoretically at least, this 
could also apply to the transit of the 
Sun into other signs but here the Lunar 
Cycle is correctl: used as the frame of 
reference. In the last analysis it may be 
incorrect (in any case) to disassociate 
these two cycles in our calculations, It 
is probable that they should, rather, be 
calculated and interpreted as a unit, 

In our traditional observance of 
Easter we find a clue to the possible 
method whereby the Solar and Lunar 
Cycles may be synchronized. The timing 
of the Resurrection Festival (symboliz- 
ing the re-birth of a year) each year in 
correlation to the first Lunar cycle of the 
year—specifically the First Full Moon 
following the Vernal Equinox—is astro 
logically of, more than passing signifi- 
cance. It is undoubtedly well grounded 
in the lost wisdom of the ages. We 
would do well to study these ancient cus- 
toms more closely. In doing so, and in 
following them through to their logical 
conclusions we may conceivably learn 
much and arrive at some amazing results 
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in the practical application of astrology 
to social problems. 

All those whose business it is to study 
life in its social implications are agreed 
that it is not what happens to us that is 
so important. It is rather our reaction to 
events and conditions that determines 
their ultimate effect upon our lives, Simi- 
larly, as stated above, mass emotional 
response at any moment may be accepted 
as the measure of the significance of that 
moment in human affairs. For this 
reason the observance of Easter and the 
(mass) emotional response engendered 
thereby lend added significance to that 
festival, at least for the Christian world. 
It will be noted that Easter has its 
counterpart among all other religions and 
races. Since its origin is undoubtedly as- 
trological, this is to be expected. The 
same would apply to any festival where- 
by large masses of people are moved to a 
collective emotional reaction, the emo- 
tional response being, from this point of 
view, the measure of the significance of 
the event in the terms of the human rela- 
tions among the people involved or re- 
sponding thereto. 

This brings us to a consideration of 
another date each year, which might con- 
ceivably be accepted as a very significant 
date in relation to current social condi- 
tions since on the above premise it 
should accurately reveal the temper and 
tendencies of the masses at that time. 
We refer to the New Year’s celebration 
which takes place the world over each 
New Year's Eve. Relatively lacking in 
religious significance, the tendencies re- 
vealed and forces released at this time 
may admittedly be somewhat superficial 
and temporal, yet the birth of a New 
Year in human consciousness at midnight 


(regardless of locality) December 31st 
each year and the coincident festive 
mood and unrestrained emotional _ re- 


sponse of humanity points to that mo- 
ment as significant—an important (an- 
nual) milestone in the path of human 
progress. For this reason we have for 
several years® accepted a chart for mid- 
night December 31st (0 hours January 
Ist) each year as a reliable key to mun- 
dane (social) developments and events 


of the succeeding twelve months. 

* We first applied this to the year 1935. The 
occasion was the preparation (December 31, 1934) of 
a series of monthly letters for subscribers (only),

Since, regardless of locality, New 
Year’s is always celebrated at midnight 
December 31st, the Sun will always be 
on the nadir in approximately the same 
degree regardless of the year. Approx- 
imately the same degree will be on the 
house cusps of this Solar (distinct from 
Solar Equilibrium) chart each year, but 
the planetary pattern will vary widely. 
Obviously, solar aspects must be con- 
sidered as of primary importance in this 
chart. From that point of view it is par- 
ticularly useful to the degree that it 
serves to spotlight the major transits 
(and aspects), also the solar conjunc- 
tions with the minor planets. 

For instance in the New Year (elec- 
tion) chart for 1935, we find the Sun 
and Mercury in close conjunction with 
Mars in 9° 42’ Libra (first house) ex- 
actly square thereto. The Saar plebiscite 
Jan, 16th and Mussolini’s Ethiopian ad- 
venture later in the year were in keeping 
with this configuration. It was a config- 
uration that favored aggression and the 
aggressors responding thereto, i.e., Hitler 
and Mussolini, were temporarily success- 
ful. Thus it was, aptly enough, in this 
vear that we first heard the rumbling of 
the approaching storm which ultimately 
(soon thereafter) developed into World 
War II. 

In 1938 the New Moon, Jan. Ist, con 
joined with Venus and Mercury, ( retro- 
grade) heralded the year that brought us 


Munich and “peace in our time.” But in 
January of that year Saturn entered 
Aries in the 7th house square to the 


(election) Sun. Saturn in Aries sows the 
seeds of war by weakening defenses, by 
the limitation it places upon the powers 
of resistance. It is the signature of ap- 
peasement—an invitation to aggression. 
The sabre-rattling of the Kaiser prior to 
the first War and coincident with the 
preceding transit of Saturn thru Aries 
1908-9 was paralleled by the maneuvers 
of Hitler during 1938. 

January 1, 1947, we find Mars in close 
conjunction with the Sun on a cross. 
with the Moon and Neptune (7th and 
Ist houses, respectively), an atom bomb 
if there ever was one, but controlled by 
Saturn and Uranus in Leo and Gemini 
respectively. Uranus in 18° 57’ Gemini 
reveals the major role played by the U.S, 
in holding this explosive situation in 
check and in keeping the peace. Saturn 
it Leo reveals the cooperation (to pur- 
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poses of peace) of nations and individ- 
uals under the rulership of Leo. It may 
be noted that when the Sun conjoined 
Uranus (June &th) the U.S. played its 
ace in the game of international power 
politics and made its most daring and 
determined bid for leadership in world 
peace by throwing down the gauntlet to 
our opponents in the form of what is 
now known as the “Marshall Plan’’* 

The transit of the Sun to (conjunct) 
Saturn, August 12th, coincided with the 
proclamation of Indian Independence, 
Aug. 15th—400 million people gained 
their independence after 346 years of 
3ritish rule. 

That these two events weighed heavily 
in the balance on the side of (tempor- 
ary) world peace cannot be denied. 
What the ultimate result may be of 
course remains for history to record. 

Jan. 1, 1948, we find Sun and Mer- 
cury again in close conjunction, trine the 
Moon and Mars. On the record we 
would scarcely be justified in expecting 
any major outbreak of international 
violence (war) during 1948. Our battle 
field (if any) is likely to be the confer- 
ence table, and the United Nations 
should chalk up considerable progress 
toward the settlement of international 
differences without resort to violence. 
Again the months of June and August 
should take the spotlight.** Since the Re- 
publican Convention will be held in 
June, it will naturally be keyed to this 
solar conjunction of Uranus, June 
17th.*** The Republicans may be ex- 
pected to nominate a man who is inter- 
nationally minded and specifically who 
will favor the Marshall plan, or some 
modification thereof. He may even urge 
the extension and expansion of foreign 
aid but under tighter organizational con- 
trols as Saturn (then) approaches closer 
to the exact sextile with Uranus, Sep- 
tember 23, 1948. 

A major event of international sig- 
nificance about the middle of August 
should coincide with the transit of the 
Sun to (conjunct) Saturn, Aug. 18th. 
This event should tend to strengthen any 
World Organization in the cause of in- 
ternational harmony.

He was only thirty-eight. And only 
thirty cents were found in his much 
worn purse. But there was found also 
a little slip of paper with his last words 
to the masses (Cancer), “Dear friends 
and gentle hearts—” 

The masses or the common people 
were dear to Stephen Foster. And hearts 
were gentle because his was the gentle 
heart (an elevated Venus in Leo) and 
Jupiter in the 11th, his House of 
Friends ). 

And there is no other sign in the 
zodiac that understands the heart of 
mankind as does the evolved Cancerite. 
He feels, rather than reasons, and his 
feeling flows forth like water, his ele- 
ment, to all mankind in a great embrac- 
ing love—when his love “comes to 
age.”

When the birth time is not known, a 
Solar chart is employed, as in the fol- 
lowing case: Native born September 13, 
1918. Capricorn on cusp of fifth 
(minus). No planets in the fifth house 
to consider. Saturn, ruling planet of the 
fifth, is in Leo (plus). Saturn makes 
a square (plus), a trine (minus) and 
an opposition (plus) aspect. Total, 3 
plus, 2 minus. Result, 1 plus. Native 
did not attend college, or have college 
training. 

The astrological link between the 
fifth and ninth horoscope sections is 
obvious. The fifth house is the ninth 
house from the ninth, symbolizing cre- 
ative (fifth) thinking. Educational 
authorities stress the fact that the im- 
portant aspect to develop in the mental 
process is creative thinking. The rela- 
tion between the ninth house of higher 
education and thought, and the fifth 
house of the creative urge is easy to 
see. Psychologists state there are four 
kinds of thinking: Reverie, where the 
mind wanders from one subject to an- 
other; Decisive, where a decision is 
finally made; Rational, where facts are 
distorted to fit the views of the subject; 
and Creative, the most valuable kind of 
thinking, where facts are viewed and 


decisions conform to actual findings. 
The fifth house urge, used construct- 


ively, comes out in creative work and 
thinking. Used destructively, there is 
difficulty, even if native is born in a 
good environment. 

A view of your Sun sign will prove 
of benefit, for it provides a surface key 
to the nature of the Solar fifth, as well 
as the ninth house. Knowlege gained 
from an analysis of the connecting force 
between the fifth and ninth houses will 
prove valuable in that it will act as an 
aid in garnering required for 
constructive use of the creative urge. 

ARIES. Your Solar fifth house is 
Leo, a positive sign, ruled by the Sun, 
considered positive in influence. Sagit- 
tarius, however, is on the cusp of your 
ninth section, and this sign is the nat- 
ural ninth of the zodiac.

THE FIXED STARS IN CANCER 


Locatep in the Zodiacal sign of 
Cancer, the Crab, are the Heavenly 
- Twins, Castor and Pollux, representing 
the Jehovah-Belzebub, the Baldur-Hagin 
and Urmudz-Ariman principles of dual- 
ism in the consciousness of Man. Also 
tenanting this sector of the sky is the 
constellation Argo Navis, the celebrated 
ship of Homer’s Argonauts; it begins 
in 10° Cancer, curves away from the 
fiery Leo to join Virgo, and ends in 
20° Libra. It has “moist” affinity and 
may explain the tempting thirst of some 
Venus in Cancer foik and of many Vir- 
goans. Finally, the constellations of 
Canis Majoris and Minoris complete 
the stellar background of the sign of the 
Crab. 

This is the Celestial Ship of the 
North holding four magnificent first 
magnitude stars: Sirius, Canopus, Pol- 
lux and Procyon, and a dazzling array 
of second and third magnitude stars. 
Their collective light chemistry is con 
fusing and contradictory which accounts 
for Cancer folk being complex, moody 
and changeable. Like a tidal wave that 
storms the shore, the positive Cancerian 
will run down obstacles in an avalanche 
of cardinality ; then again, like tiny drops 
that ultimately wear down a cliff, the 
negative type, silent and persistent, will 
reach a goal by slowly obeying the laws 
of time. 

The entire first decanate of Cancer 
is influenced by three benign stars, Te- 
jat, Dirah and Alhena; and although 
they cannot be considered as being “in 
conjunction,” yet they radiate a col- 
lective light chemistry on that particular 
stretch of the zodiac which bestows 
a Venusian charm on such natives. 

Let us emphasize that a planet, Sun 
or Moon, must come into the line of 
light of a fixed star in order to receive 
its force. This means that the longitude 
of planet and star must he exact, and 
you should not allow more than 30 min- 
utes orb for a conjunction. Further- 
more, only the conjunction and parallel 
aspects to fixed stars should be used. 

When we give fwe adjoining days for 
the conjunction of Sol and a star, we 
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account for the fact that the Sun’s 
longitude varies a little each year. The 
Sun is with Alhena, for instance, some- 
times on June 2%h or 30th, at others 
on July Ist. 

These are the stars of the Cancer first 
decanate: 

TEJAT—2° 1% Cancer: Constella- 
tion Geminorum, the Twins, conjunc 
the Sun if you were born on June 23rd 
or 24th. | 

DIRAH—4° 11’ Cancer: Constella- 
tion Geminorum, the Twins, for those 
born June 25th, 26th or 27th. 

ALHENA—7° 5% Cancer: Constel 
lation Geminorum, the Twins, for na- 
tives of June 29th or 30th, or July Ist. 

All three stars lie within the pathway 
of the ecliptic; the first two are of third 
magnitude, Alhena of second magnitude. 
But the nature of their astral radiation 
is similar: Luna’s force blends with a 
propelling Mercurial energy. 

Here you find a noble mating of the 
expression of the /eart and the head, 
when splendid intellectual clarity com- 
bines with a colorful, vivid imagination. 
Soul delicacy backed by robust ration- 
alism has given the world immortals of 
art and literature: Eric Maria Remarque 
(Sun with Tejat), Irvin S. Cobb (Sun 
with Alhena), and George Sand (Sun 
with Alhena) are examples. 

If you saw the light at this time of 
the vear you may find moral courage 
and rare driving power to propel you to 
face hostile camps with equanimity. You 
are not exactly a martyr type yet can 
take a let on the chin, provided it isn’t 
taken for granted. But the proverbial 
indirectness of your sign can suddenly 
Hame like a pillar of steam when oppost- 
tion to your cherished convictions must 
he annihilated. Passion becomes then 
the keyword of the moment, surprising 
all those who did not suspect the dor- 
mant cardinality of your zodiacal self 
underneath your usual placid tempera- 
ment.

Sirius exerts an acquisitive, ag- 
gressive touch to one’s fiscal conscious- 
ness, while the other, Canopus, bestows 
shrewd business acumen, strategem on 
the battlefields of commerce and strong 
hunches for profitable investments. In 
the charts of politicians they spell dan- 
ger to adversaries, for such natives will 
fight with subtle and indirect weapons, 
accuse by innuendo, start rumors by 
denving them, annihilate the enemy by 
ridicule. Yet in the privacy of their 
homes these public tycoons may be the 
meekest of mortals, indulgent parents, 
sentimental lovers. And their ability to 
endure wrongs borders on martrydom— 
Reno is usually a taboo word in their 
breviary of domestic adjustments. 

Your natal Sun is in conjunction with 
Sirius if you were born on July 3rd, 
and with Canopus if vou saw the light 
on July 4th. You share your birthdate 
with Louis Armstrong, Gertrude Laur- 
ence, Joseph Pennell, author, and the 
United States of America. Never hesitate 
to branch out toward greater accom- 
plishments and wider mental horizons. 
You succeed best if you operate from 
an anchorage. 

Cancer is the mother sign. This has 
a deeper connotation than merely the 
categorical one of procreating the race. 
In its broader concepts it means: man- 
aging, talent, ideas, art projects, indus- 
trial and commercial enterprises. Great 
promoters frequently have Sirius and 
Canopus conjunct planets in their hor- 
oscopes.

WASAT—17° 24 Cancer: Constel- 
lation Geminorum., 

PROPUS—17° 50’ Cancer: Constel- 
lation Geminorum. 

Here again stars of diametrically op- 
posed nature—Wasat is Saturnian, Pro- 
pus is lunary—join their light essence 
in one zodiacal degree, stimulating con- 
flicting soul urges in those born under 
their ray. Women especially suffer tre- 
mendously through experiences with 
members of the opposite sex. True, fi- 
nancial harvests crown their efforts, but 
usually at the expense of personal hap- 
piness. 

Statistics show that 80% of the 
world’s wealth belongs to Cancer folk, 
no doubt due to couplings in this sign 
of Fixed Stars of hostile radiation 
which manifests in the lunar tempera- 
ment as fiscal caution. When the urge 
for security (Moon) combines with a 
long-range perspective for lucrative en- 
terprises (Saturn) and tenacious indus- 
try (Moon-Saturn), material possessions 
cannot fail to accumulate.

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The Faith of Jupiter 


Ir you refer ‘to a dictionary for a 
definition of faith and that definition 
satishes, then the various aspects of 
faith which will be presented here may 
come to you as a mental shock. The 
term “faith” has undergone quite a 
process of evolution, and as you would 
suspect, the value, importance, power, 
and effectiveness of faith viewed from 
the standpoint of the Piscean Age is 
vastly different from that of the Aquar- 
ian conception. Piscean minds endowed 
faith with certain meanings which were 
for the most part not associated with 
the physical world of men and action. 
It was synonymous with “belief in 
God.” And there the matter ended. 

The term expanded through the cen- 
turies, taking in more and more ter- 
ritory, until today both the exoteric and 
esoteric faith are intimately tied in with 
the practical, as well as spiritual, aspect 
of the individual. In fact, faith is one 
of the cornerstones of demonstration, 
for it is the stimulation of desire and 
will. Without faith, a goal cannot be 
attained. 

In everyday life and activities, you 
act according to faith. It has become 
so natural that the action is instinctive ; 
and the habit-systems operate so fre- 
quently that you are not aware of them. 
You go to work in an office building. 
After ringing for the elevator, you enter 
it, having faith that it will arrive at your 
floor. You do not “know” it will arrive 
from actual experience, for you cannot 
see the future, but you take it for 
granted, you act on faith. There are 
many other activities you take upon 
faith. Riding to work, banking vour 
money, extending credit. All these are a 
phase of faith, where you take your 
chances with the law of averages. 

Aquarian definition brings “blind” 
faith into the light of reason joined to 
faith. The “I Know” motivating prin- 
ciple must be satisfied. Here is where 
astrology enters the picture. Regardless 
of what activity in life vou anticipate, 
it can be traced to a certain department 
of life, as represented by a mundane 
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house in the birth chart. Certain activ- 
ities in life also coincide with definite 
groups of thought-cells in the subcon 
scious mind, which correspond to the 
planets. As the planets form and break 
into different patterns (aspects), there 
is a corresponding tendency for the vari- 
ous groups of thoughts to follow these 
patterns. The birth chart plus the re- 
leases of energy seen in major, minor 
and transiting patterns is the key which 
reveals the stimulation within the twelve 
houses of the horoscope, or the twelve 
departments of life. Over a period of 
thousands of years certain groups have 
checked the planetary patterns against 
actual events which have occurred in 
people’s lives. Thus we have the Doc- 
trine of Signatures, wherein each planet. 
sign and house is said to rule or gov 
ern specific people, objects, environments 
and activities which are similar in ex- 
pression. 

With the fundamentals of astrology 
applied to your own chart of birth, 
which has been erected for the date, 
time and place of your birth, you can 
take some of the “blindness” out of 
faith, by constantly watching releases 
of energy. If you note a strong stimula- 
tion to Mars, Mercury and Uranus, as 
well as to your third house, you will be 
cautious while driving to work, for re- 
search shows these indication? predis- 
pose to accident. This same planetary 
setup could well sharpen your tongue 
and coincide with impulsiveness, so you 
will think carefully before speaking or 
taking action. 

If you are versed in mental alchemy, 
vou will be on guard for negations, 
such as: I hope I get to work without 
an accident. I hope I won't speak out of 
turn. I hope I can take it easy to avoid 
discord. You will have faith and “know” 
that as long as you do the best you can 
with the tools you have, all will be well. 
You will also avoid fanaticism, which 
oftimes leads from fixation into person- 
ality disorders. Fixations of this sort 
are reason enough for examining “af- 
firmations” closely before giving them 
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vitalization by repetition. Aquarian Age 
minds must know the how and why of 
such actions. 

When anticipating a business venture, 
you will check the tenth house, second 
house for money, sixth house for labor 
or employees involved, and the house 
which rules the venture, such as the 
fourth house for real estate and mines. 
The planets placed within or those rul- 
ing these houses assume importance at 
such a time. If you have the aspects 
and the background of knowledge, then 
apply faith and think your way to suc- 
cess. 

Action is called for in the Aquarian 
approach, if the success is to be dem- 
onstrated. The zodiacal aspects will pic- 
ture the amount of work involved: under 
a trine the apple will fall from the tree 
right into your hand, but under a square 
aspect, you will have to climb the tree 
and pick the apple. One teacher tells of 
a lady who under a Sun trine. Jupiter 
aspect sat in a rocking chair and rocked 
day after day expecting a million dol- 
lars to fall into her lap under such a 
beneficent aspect. She was certainly dis- 
appointed when the event did not occur. 
What the lady failed to realize—and 
this is important—is that under such 
excellent astrological indications she 
could have attained a great deal of suc- 
cess by taking ACTION in the direction 
best indicated in her particular birth 
chart. 

Spiritual progress is a result of build- 
ing character, and building character 
comes from surmounting obstacles. It 
is not a painful process; it is a challenge 
to the person who is in spiritual health, 
for he knows that obstacles are the very 
rungs on the ladder of physical and 
spiritual achievement. He has faith in

Part VI 


Jung's Plan of the Psyche 

Freud is a mechanist and therefore at 
times falls short of recognizing the dy- 
namical significance of the very points 
he tries to make. His plan of the psyche, 
though, as a plan, is really more sus- 
ceptible to astrological substantiation 
than Jung's, with certain exceptions 
dealing mainly with the contents of the 
psyche, the process through which these 
contents are evolved, and the manner in 
which they effront themselves through 
symbolic imagery (archetypes, dreams, 
wish-figures, and the like). This  situa- 
tion hence demands that we be eclectic 
in our critique and synthesis of their 
two systems with the astrological con 
cept. 

Jung affords the foreconscious no re- 
gion of its own, overcoming what would 
otherwise be a breach is his theory by 
imparting elastic properties to the con- 
scious and unconscious. This permits 
the demarcating boundary between to 
shift at will, so when the conscious por- 
tion of the psyche dilates, the uncon- 
cious shrinks in ratio. Foreconscious phe- 
nomena are then accounted for in the 
usurping of unconscious areas by the 
consciousness, so, that forgotten, but not 
completely repressed, memories protrude 
into view like reefs when the ocean tide 
lowers. Jung’s ego, like Freud’s, enjoys 
a share in both spheres. 

Freud’s limiting and unified uncon- 
scious, Jung calls simply the personal 
unconscious which is just distinguishable 
in degree from a collective unconscious 
arising from the central physical force 
of all humanity as its common and 
synchronistic denominator. Jung. strati- 
fies the unconscious thusly: ; 

Personal Unconscious: 

Complexes 
Memories 
Repressions 

Emotions 


Collective Unconscious: 
Archetypes 
Irruptions from the depths of the 
Unconscious

“That part of the unconscious which 
can never be made conscious.” 


Such a classification is rather vague, 
for the actual zone-position, one might 
say, Of the archetypes for instance is 
not certain, for these are innately as- 
sociated with the complexes and emo- 
tional feeling-tones. The proper assign- 
ment of the emotions per se is also 
enigmatic. The trouble lies in our in- 
ability to define abstract things with 
words. Imagine the contents of the 
psyche to be magnetic fields, with their 
individual nodes in the positions given, 
but with their fields of attraction and 
lines of force permeating the entire un- 
conscious region, indeed, even the con- 
scious. This comparison aids our com- 
prehension of the entire problem. It 
goes without saying that the collective 
unconscious is also the seat of the phy- 
letic memory. 

Mechanist Freud avoids, but does not 
deny, the implications of the collective 
unconscious. Its existence, however, must 
be taken for granted, for even shallow 
schools of psychology admit the presence 
and power of a “group mind,” as it 
were. Such a factor is also essential 
in our science, for the entire bulwark of 
mundane astrology rests on the assum- 
ption of a collective psyche in humanity. 

It is now binding that we complete 
Jung’s scheme by including lesser de- 
tails in the way of components of the 
psyche before embracing the most fas- 
cinating subject of archetypes. The Self 
is the psychic totality of the individual 
and includes all phases and constituents 
of the psyche. The Self is ensouled by 
and asserts through its inherent energy, 
the /ibido. (Freud employs the term 
libido to mean an amount of psychic 
energy directed toward an object, chiefly 
in the sexual sense, whereas Jung uses 
it with reference to the total psychic 
energy which enlivens and emanates 
from the.individual.) The Self consists 
of evolved pairs of opposites, along one 
line of interpretation.

TWINS 


Ir is a cardinal principle of astrology 
that there are no two individuals alike 
—that no pattern has been or will be 
repeated. We know the vast numbers of 
combinations possible. Critics who taik 
about our dividing all the people of the 
world into twelve Sun signs probably 
have never heard of the 1728 permuta- 
tions of Sun and Moon alone, nor of 
the infinite variations under signs, de- 
grees, planets, houses and major cycles 
—the irreversible tide of time and space. 
Astrologers have always pointed to the 
facts about twins as a proof that in- 
dividuals born at approximately the same 
time and place and from similar hered- 
itary backgrounds are strongly alike in 
physical, mental and temperamental 
makeup and in the destined life experi- 
ence. We have to use our own collected 
data to study the similarity (and differ- 
ence) of individuals born at the same 
time and place but of different families, 
but we can draw upon a considerable 
body of scientifically recorded knowl- 
edge about twins since the biologist has 
found it most useful in determining the 
laws and mechanism of heredity. 

It is science, then, that says: “The 
chance that any two human beings, now 
living or having lived, have identical 
sets of genes is practically zero, iden- 
tical twins always excepted. The hered- 
itary endowment which each of us has 
is strictly his own, not present in any- 
body else, unprecedented in the past, 
and almost certainly not repeatable in 
the future. A biologist must assert the 
absolute uniqueness of every human in- 
dividual.” 

Astrology has been attacked on the 
ground that it teaches fatalism and ir- 
responsibility for one’s own actions— 
that weakminded people like to think 
that all their burdens can just be cast 
upon the stars. Let science set us straight 
at once. Dr. Conklin, of Princeton Uni- 
versity, states the generally accepted 
biological truth in clear and forceful 
language: “There can be no doubt that 
the main characteristics of every living 
thing are unalterably fixed by heredity.

Our anatomical, physiological, psycho- 
logical possibilities were predetermined 
in the germ cells from which we came. 
All the main characteristics of our per- 
sonalities were born with us and cannot 
be changed except within relatively nar- 
row limits. Race, sex, mental capacity 
are determined in the germ cells, per- 
haps in the chromosomes, and all the 
possibilities of our lives were there fixed, 
for who by taking thought, can addvone 
chromosome, or even one determiner to 
his organization ?” 

Those who strain at a character and 
destiny indelibly set at the moment of 
birth evidently have no difficulty in 
swallowing one set at the more, myster- 
ious. and less definitely known moment 
of conception. And those who find the 
influence of distant “stars” ridiculous 
are entirely ready to accept the power 
of a miscroscopic single protoplasmic 
cell. As Omar remarked, “I came like 
Water, and like Wind I go.” 

Astrology and science agree that no 
two individuals are completely alike 
Even identical twins, which arise from 
the splitting of a single fertilized egg 
and thus have exactly the same heredity, 
come immediately under the influence of 
environment in uterine life and are not 
exact duplicates by the time they are 
born. Yet identical twins are the most 
nearly alike of human beings, followed 
in similarity by fraternal twins, by 
brothers and sisters born at different 
times, by parents and children, by cous- 
ins, and finally the ordinary group of 
unrelated people. Astrology would add 
from its own experience and data that 
people born of similar stock and at the 
same time and place are also very sim- 
ilar; we need to collect reliable data and 
study it in a scientific manner to estab- 
lish a recognized body of knowledge. 

We can learn, like the biologists, from 
the recorded knowledge about twins and 
must supplement it with our own cases 
including the data of birth dates and 
exact times. One study, by Dr. Page 
of Harvard University, concludes that 
heredity is more powerful than envir- 
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onment as “the most dissimilar of the 
nine identical twin sets are more nearly 
alike, when all differences are combined, 
than the most similar of the thirteen 
fraternal sets studied.” Another con- 
cludes that “traits of personality and 
conduct are much more subject to in- 
fluence from outside than are traits of 
intellect or physique. They represent 
social much more than biological aspects 
of life.” The majority conclude that en- 
vironment does modify the expression 
of hereditary endowment, that care and 
training may “lessen the dangers of 
harm from*weak traits and make good 
use of strong points” provided the un- 
wise effort to “make over” children is 
avoided. 


Facts About Twins 


What are the facts about twins? In 
human beings, about one birth out of 
87 is a twin or multiple birth, the rate 
for triplets being one in 7,400, for quad- 
ruplets one in 646,000. There are 60 
recorded cases of quintuplets and = six 
cases of sextuplets. About one quarter 
of twins are identical twins, that is, 
formed by the splitting in half of one 
fertilized ovum. These are always of the 
same sex and are very similar in ap- 
pearance, character and destiny. They 
get the same illnesses at the same time, 
suffer from the same defects, have the 
same mental abilities, usually follow the 
same vocations even when separated for 
years and in general follow the same life 
course. If one identical twin lands in 
jail the other is usually right behind 
him; if one develops a cancer the other 
does too at about the same age and in 
the same organ; both have about the 
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same life span. If one identical » twin 
develops insanity so does the othe: 
though fraternal twins do so only in 
less than one out of four cases, the 
natural ratio for inheriting the reces- 
sive defects. If one identical twin is an 
idiot or defective both are afflicted ; while 
fraternal twins may be one normal and 
one abnormal. 

The birth of twins is often more dif- 
ficult than usual as both present nor- 
mally by head in only 39% of cases, 
one head and other breech in 36%, both 
breech in 11% and one or both trans- 
verse in 14%. Seventy percent of twin 
and multiple births are premature. For 
these reasons the mortality of twins Is 
high. The modern obstetrician does not 
wait for hours or days to deliver the 
second twin but avoids grave dangers to 
mother and child by taking whatever 
action is necessary immediately. 

One twin is often stronger and 
healthier than the other, due to having 
a more favorable uterine position in 
identicals or better hereditary endow- 
ment in fraternals. The idea that twins 
are less intelligent than single children 
has been proved untrue by modern tests. 
lt may have arisen from observation of 
younger children, due to the factor of 
prematurity which usually means some 
degree of backwardness in development 
during the first several years. This was 
the case with the famous Dionne quints 
who are identicals (formed from the 
division of a single egg), born with the 
Sun rising in—yes, the sign of twins, 
Gemini. And of course there is the well 
known and authenticated affection and 
understanding between identical and 
similar twins—what association could be 
closer than with one’s double! 


Astrologers, collect your own data on 
twins and on births occurring at the 
same time and place; write down your 
observations from year to year. Do not 
be surprised to find many multiples born 
in Taurus, Scorpio and Aquarius as well 
as in the traditional Gemini. Sagittarius 
and Pisces, remembering that seventy 
percent of premature births. How to 
tell identicals and fraternals? Look for 
your same sign, close degrees, same 
houses, for wider degree difference with 
some house change, and for different 
ascendants and house positions. They’ll 
be there.

A werican ASTROLOGY readers 
who are availing themselves of the study 
of the science, psychology and _philos- 
ophy of Numbers provided in this series, 
should note that the explanations of the 
nine Numbers as completed in the las: 
article, refer principally to the JDEAL- 
ee 

The Ideality is that phase of the indi- 
vidual’s temperament that is identified 
with the inner self, not the unconscious 
or the sub-conscious, but the deepest part 
of the Self of which one is mentally con- 
scious and which from birth establishes 
in the mind a dream or ideal state. 

In the first nine years of life, it is 
usual for the child to play off instine- 
tively the impressions received from cir- 
cumstances, association and discipline 
against this semi-conscious background. 
In later and mature years, this Ideality 
becomes the measure of hopes, desires 
and wishes, which though in many cases 
is denied fulfilment for one reason or 
another, is most surprisingly near to 
the surface of whatever reaction to life 
experience has proven more practical and 
possible. 

When the general, constructive and de- 
structive interpretation of the nine nu- 
merals are applied to the Ideality, the ex- 
planation should be prefaced with a 
statement something like, “This is what 
is desired chosen, hoped for, preferred,” 
or, “This is what you (or I) desire to 
be and do.” 

As the calculations of numerology in 
respect of the individual’s character and 
performance are based upon measure- 
ments of the letters of the complete bap- 
tismal name, or the complete name as 
given at birth, it is the vowels of a, ¢, 1, 
o, u, the inner voice of all languages, to 
which we must look for the inner voice 
of individuals—the Ideality. It can be 
stated that all of us remain truly inarticu- 
late, so far as talented expression, creative 
thinking, a sense of the larger satisfac- 
tions, and the solving of the problems of 
ourselves are concerned, until we have 
released into our lives the qualities of 
the Ideality.

The full understanding of the part 
Played by the Ideality toward the hap- 
piness of an individual is a revelation 
of what can be implied by efforts at self- 
expression which are so often interpreted 
as an attempt to attract attention super- 
ficially and gain success. 

Ancient formulas by which the Science 
of Numbers might have been applied to 
the analysis of human character and ex- 
perience have not been preserved. There- 
fore, in the development of this human 
science into a basis for newer education, 
for all kinds of social use, interpretation 
has had to be built up around the cal- 
culations to answer the need for guid- 
ance presented by every type of indi- 
vidual. 

Before leaving the angle of Idealities, 
how to find their Number and what it 
means I would like to add a few points 
gained through my practice and observa- 
tion of thirty-four years. Perhaps these 
may serve to crystallize, for easier mem- 
orizing, some of the conclusions and reac- 
tions of individuals to the ideas, asso- 
ciations and circumstances placed before 
them.

To find an Ideality number, extract the 
vowels from the complete name as given 
at birth and then add their equivalent 
numbers as above and reduce the to- 
tal to a single digit by continued addi- 
tion. The result will be the Ideality 
number, the measurement of the desire 
nature, the “heart,” the ideal visualized 
for self-expression and happiness. 


OBSERVATIONS: 1 Idealities; in 
spite of the fact that they are somewhat 
single tracked in their objectives, and 
not particularly universal in their inter- 
ests or sympathies, can adapt themselves 
to association with many different types 
of persons. Their instinctive analysis 
and their emotional objectivity will often 
enable them to understand what makes 
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most people tick. They can therefore 
get along with most people without being 
sympathetic with them or tolerant of 
them. 

2, 11 and 11-9* Idealities will bend 
over backwards to protect themselves 
from unpleasantness or from making a 
final decision about most things. They 
can often face facts but do not wish to 
accept the burden of initial action re- 
garding them. The fear of being hurt 
or of hurting someone else combines to 
make them tell fibs or to gloss over an 
occasion with some dramatics. It is pos- 
sible for 2’s to agree to contracts and 
arrangements for future association too 
readily, for they like to feel they have 
cooperated and acted in an agreeable 
manner. Later, when they have gath- 
ered a little more courage, they may dis- 
agree or seek to change conditions. This 
can lead to a resentment against circum- 
stances and individuals with whom they 
should have dealt more courageously in 
the first place, for they seldom recognize 
that their earlier, easily given agreement 
is to blame for present restrictions. The 
plain 2’s and even the 11’s in Ideality 
think and feel more simply, whereas the 
11-9 is more confused, complicated and 
when seeking freedom, often vindictive. 
Among some verses, titled “Golden” and 
credited to Pythagoras, the following 
seems something of a direct message to 
the 2 Idealities. 


“The speech of the people is various, now 
good, now evil 

Let them not frighten you nor keep you 
from your purpose. 

If false calumntes come ta your ears, 
support them with patience. 

Think before you act that nothing foolish 
results. 

To act inconsiderately is to play the fool. 

What later will not bring you repentance, 
that you should do.” 


3 Idealities are always personality 
conscious. When developed through 
self-confidence, they will not dodge the 
limelight. In fact, they seem to hold 
the consciousness that they are eternally 
under observation by the rest of their 
world, not only within their own families 
but on the street. This is not always so, 
but their belief that it is and their effort 
to be found at their best is the result 
of self-criticism. Their ambition to- 

ward self-improvement, their alert inter- 
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est in people, what they do, what they 
look like, what is modern and the latest 
procedure is so often a tonic although 
it is conducive to maintaining a constant 
nervousness or peak of enthusi: ism within 
their own minds. These people are the 
best choice for fun, and social compan- 
ionship. 

Their eagerness to get up and go is 
often infectious, and with their taste in 
dress and self-deportment, is the secret 
of their popularity. 

4 Idealities look at living and them- 
selves in relation to it from a rather ob- 
vious viewpoint. Deadly serious at most 
times, and usually concentrated upon 
whatever kind of occupation they are en- 
gaged in, they often choose the “hard 
way” to progress through life because 
they think, as it were, in squares and 
straight lines. By excessive concentra- 
tion of thought, time and energy in the 
thorough accomplishment of a task and 
upon establishing a security, which they 
invariably think of in terms of the pre- 
vailing economy, they seldom are good 
investments socially. Loyal, honest and 
little sentimental usually, they can lose 
their capacity for anything but work, 
and they unconsciously create a habit of 
putting a “price” or a value upon per- 
sons as they might upon time and ma- 
terial. Imagination cannot continually 
live where it is subjected to a demand 
for physical results. 

“What a world of difference between 
the cup of form and the wine of spirit. 
To drink the wine, how necessary and 
good the cup and how desolate to the 
thirsty is a good cup that is empty.” If 
the 4 Ideality person will copy a little 
from the 3’s active interest in personality, 
a little from the 5’s expediency and 
adaptability, its “cup of form” will no 
longer have the harsh sound of empti- 
ness. In following the appearances or 
evidences of our senses we do not know 
today whether we are busy or idle, for 
all is relative. In times when we think 
ourselves lazy, we can afterwards dis- 
cover that much was accomplished and 
much more was begun in us. Beginnings, 
actions that are not always apparent, 
physical, immediate, productive, are still 
often fruitful as time and imagination 
will uncover. 

Along with the 6’s, the 4 Idealities 
emotionally accept social and economic 
and political systems as these have been 
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handed down to their time. When not 
defending the past against the future, 
4's and 6's live keenly in the present and 
constitute the best bulwark against 
change that the old world has. 


5 Idealities possess the quality of 
physical, mental and emotional regenera- 
tion to a greater extent than other types. 
In the evolved 5, one sees the inner rela- 
tion to more ethereal worlds. The “cup” 
of a 5 Ideality is a somewhat shallow 
dish, at its best made of delicate mate- 
rial that is easily shattered but quickly 
replaced. Fives cannot contain too much 
in the way of knowledge, ambition, direc- 
tion or responsibility at any one time, 
but there is glamor and showmanship 
which, managed with some ingenuity, 
can rise to most occasions, especially 
emergencies. The champion of change, 
it can be depended upon to disturb the 
status quo of its public and private life. 
When undeveloped or in association with 
unfavorable energy units as seen by other 
numbers in the life pattern, it can create 
a restlessness and a dissatisfaction in as- 
sociation, disturb by constant talk, argu- 
ment, and suggest changes for which it 
would not accept any obligation to help 
carry out. As the statement goes ‘““What- 
ever it is, I’m agin it.” The negative 5’s 
are apathetic, too mentally indolent to as- 
sume the responsibility that comes from 
effort, unless it should be that self-inter- 
est is aroused. 

Easily discouraged mentally and as 
quickly alive to a new possibility, the 5 
Ideality contains an essence of eternal 
youth, the ability to recuperate the mind 
and body and inspire others with appeals 
to the imagination. The conscious mind 
of a 5 Ideality, not being able to retain 
too much in memory of former experi- 
ence, seldom recognizes an old danger 
in its new disguise of the present. It was 
the late Henry Ford’s 5 reaction that 
was so characteristic when he made the 
remark, “We learn nothing from his- 
tory.” He was, of course, measuring in 
the immaterial terms of his 5 Expression. 

6 Idealities desire to be the pillars of 
human society. They are instinctively 
the supporters of the church, the nation 
and the family, and find their answer to 
the general human insecurity in the es- 
tablished customs and traditions. It is 
because of this that they have the great- 
est “sales resistance” against anything 


modern until modernity has begun to 
swing backwards, passing many of those 
points which the 6 can recall from their 
youth, from the family album, or from 
the moral and religious education of 
their earlier years. Sixes are mentally, 
emotionally and physically at home in 
their physical homes; the fact of land, 
house, money in the bank, of husband, 
children, relatives, is all they desire for 
happiness. The home is a strong desire 
and marriage a necessity to them even in 
early years when the little girls choose 
to “play house” rather than any other 
game. This type is so very dependable 
and if they can find room in their under- 
standing for you, are ready to share and 
to serve, for they are emotionally depen- 
dent upon human companionship. By 
their acceptance of old world standards, 
their choice of association and mental 
experience is limited to the persons and 
circumstances that likewise follow the 
old patterns. In domestic upheavals, it 
is much more likely that a 6 Ideality 
woman will give up her husband than her 
home. The 6 Ideality man can claim 
misunderstanding and unhappiness in his 
home, but in spite of what he may tell 
other women, he is seldom the type to 
get a divorce, break up his family or dis- 
turb any social or civic position that he 
may have built around it.

Do Aries get along well with other 
Arians? Leos? Sagittarians? Most 
Sun-sign delineations say no—we say 
that most people get along well with 
other natives of their Sun signs, and 
why shouldn’t they? Analysts of human 

nature in every other field except astrol- 
ogy agree that people who have a similar 
basic attitude toward life are compatible, 
and certainly natives who share the same 
Sun sign must be alike at root, even 
though they are widely different in ac- 
tions, appearance, interests. Furthermore, 
there is a good chance that one of the 
natives may have Venus as well as the 


Sun in his or her Sun sign, and one is 
usually liked and likes people whose Sun 
is in the sign of one’s own Venus. The 
same is true of Jupiter; we admire and 
like natives of the sign that is occupied 
by our natal Jupiter, and they in re- 
turn are definitely attracted to us, even 
though they are natives of a sign that 
is usually antagonistic. We would say 
that in general where dislike between na- 
tives of the same Sun sign is present, 
it can usually be traced to a highly af- 
flicted Sun in one of the charts. A heav- 
ily afflicted Sun is likely to exhibit the 
extremes of the sign characteristics, and 
no one is so critical of another’s faults 
as he who has the potential seeds of those 
faults within himself. Another miscon- 
ception of sign compatibility is that triné 
and sextile signs are the most harmoni- 
ous for marriage. While it is true that 
the harmoniousness of trine and sextile 
signs seems to hold true in friendship, 
neither experience nor a research we con- 
ducted* has proved it to be the case in 
marriage. 
* * * * 

Passing a playground for toddlers on 
the way to the office today, I noticed sev- 
eral four- or five-year olds lined up on 
the steps of a slide, held up by one little 
non-conformist who was _ laboriously 
working her way up the slide. This is 
a beautiful example of the way a Ura- 
nian child* approaches life—tackling 
everything the hard way, doing things 
backward, taking a toy apart to see what 
makes it work or using it in some com- 
pletely different way than that for which 
it was designed. These children are often 
maddening to teachers or parents. They 
seem destructive when they’re only curi- 
ous. They disrupt group play by refus- 
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ing to play the game according to the 
rules, although they are often fascinating 
to other children just because their in- 
vented games or departures from the rules 
break the monotony of games. They are 
as Often as not seemingly impudent. In 
short, they are “‘brats’—bright brats but 
brats for all that—to all but doting par- 
ents. Uranian children take a lot of 
understanding and a very loose hand 
on the rein of management. One thing 
parents and other supervisors should rec- 
ognize is an absence of motive in their 
naughtiness. This type, especially dur- 
ing early childhood, is completely a crea- 
ture of impulse. Extremely independent, 
they answer back or blurt out their de- 
fiance instinctively, and their instinct 1s 
usually to act completely from self-inter- 
est. Naturally, they must be disciplined 
(the grown-up Uranians who have never 
learned self-discipline are the offenders 
of society—criminally, socially, morally), 
but Uranian children can’t be forced by 
threats of violence or punishment. The 
best method of dealing with this type 
is probably to appeal to reason, but 
it must be a reason which the child 
can understand and appreciate.  Let- 
ting them suffer the consequences of 
their actions is probably second best, but 
is not always successful because of the 
excessive defiance. It works best where 
little or no weight has been placed on the 
issue beforehand, that is, where mother 
or others have not said repeatedly that 
such and such an action will have such 
and such results—‘“I told you so” is to a 
Uranian like waving a red flag before 
a bull. Where any special interest or 
ability shows up early (or can be stimu- 
lated by parents or others), the Uranian 
brilliance should be channeled into this 
activity; with a child as with adults, as- 
pects seldom function simultaneously on 
several levels—put that restless ingenuity 
to work, for “Satan certainly finds plenty 
of mischief” for it otherwise.

Antipodal to the ego is the shadow, 
an archetype imbedded deep within the 
personal unconscious until it ascends to 
confront the conscious ego. The shadow 
represents that figure of imagery which 


we project outside ourselves as the per- 
sonification of evil or “faults.” Ordi- 
narily, we fail to discern that this figure 
is only but a shadow, a reflection of our 
own shortcomings and malicious ten- 
dencies. It is the devil Satan, the demon 
Mephistopheles, Loki, a sort of Frank- 
enstein’s monster or Dracula in our im- 
aginations. It is the device whereby the 
ego is “intellectually honest” with the 
Self by creation of this embodiment of 
our inherent darker side. True “spir- 
itual growth” (Jung’s individuation, or 
integration of the personality) is pos- 
sible when we are consciously, intel- 
lectually honest, and perceive the actual 
significance of this figure—that it is part 
and parcel of our own being. 

The persona next comes under our 
consideration. It, too, is a creation, a 
projection of the Self, arising for rea- 
sons of convenience or necessity as a 
mask of the personality. It represents 
the individual’s compromise with the 
society in which he lives, and by this 
token, stands as his “habitual external 
attitude,” i.e., what he appears to be to 
others, and oftimes, to himself. The 
persona, only an artifice, is wrongly 
taken to be the true self. 

The antipode of the persona is the 
anima (anima in the man, animus in the 
woman), another archetypal figure de- 
scribed as a soul-image which ripens in 
the cellar of the personal unconscious 
as the ideal idea of the opposite sex. 
This figure, this image within the 
“heart,” is the “contrasexual portion of 
the psyche.” We shall indulge in a de- 
tailed consideration of the anima/us 
later in this series for it is of excep- 
tional importance with regard to horo- 
scope intepretation. 
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\¢ ITH Venus continuing retrograde 
until July 16th there ought to be an in- 
creasing accent on “peace” and efforts 
towards conciliation, concession and even 
“appeasement.” As Mercury also turned 
retrograde on June 11th and does not 
turn direct until July 5th, the period 
until July 5th is liable to be marked by 
snarls and difficulties with communica- 
tions. Indeed, with both planets retro- 
grade, many matters will be delayed or 
will have to be disentangled and ironed 
out later. Since in addition they are 
both square to Neptune, all such mat- 
ters will be subject to confusion, decep- 
tion and insubstantiality. 

It appears probable that, in addition 
to these general effects throughout the 
world, there will be reactions on the 
nominating Conventions and especially 
the Republican one which opens on June 
21st. This is both the day of the Sol- 
stice, when Summer commences, and 
also of a Full Moon which gives the 
Republican Convention additional weight. 
The cry of “peace” may assume the 
importance in both Conventions which 
it held 8 years ago in 1940 when Venus 
was retrograde at the same time of the 
year and in the same portion of the 
Zodiac (early Cancer-late Gemini), but 
no peace developments in this period 
should be taken at their face value as 
we warned last month. All through this 
period until early August there is a 
fairly even balance of favorable and 
adverse aspects, although between the 
Full Moon of June 21st and the New 
Moon of July 6th there are two squares 
and no trines or sextiles, i.e. making 
the interval preponderantly adverse 


(especially July 2nd).

Since the June 21st Full Moon is 
only a matter of minutes after the solar 
ingress into Cancer it acquires special 
significance as applying to the following 
three months as well as the next two 
weeks. In the chart for the Full Moon, 
Uranus-Sun-Mercury-Venus are all con- 
junct within an 8° arc from the end 
of Gemini to the beginning of Cancer 
where they oppose Jupiter at the end 
of Sagittarius and the Moon at the cusp 
of Capricorn. Mars in mid-Virgo widely 
squares the Jupiter-Uranus opposition 
and Neptune in Libra widely squares 
Sun-Mercury-Venus and the Moon. The 
only bodies not in this multiple T-Cross 
are Saturn and Pluto in mid-Leo. 

This is a dynamic configuration in- 
dicating considerable instability of con- 
ditions which are only slightly balanced 
by Saturn’s sextile to Uranus and trine 
to Jupiter. These considerations and 
others lead us to believe that the Stock 
Market will be generally bullish—rising 
—throughout most of the summer, and 
that the Commodity Market may rally 
during the same period. A critical period 
for Stalin is forming since his natal 
Sun is at the Moon-Jupiter end of the 
multiple opposition. 


United States 


The Full Moon chart at Washington, 
D.C. finds the Saturn-Pluto conjunction 
just below the Ascendant and thus in- 
troduces a note of gravity and broaden- 
ing responsibility into the consciousness 
of the American people. The period 
from June 21st to July 6th should find 
a strong emphasis on American aspira- 
tions — Uranus-Sun-Mercury-Venus _ in 
11th house—and this probably signifies 
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the importance of the Republican Con- 
vention, where the various would-be 
nominees are striving to become repre- 
sentative of those very aspirations and 
to formulate them in a platform. With 
the opposing Jupiter-Moon in the 5th, 
an attempt may be made to dramatize 
and to project the Republican formula 
to the people, i.e., an ‘educational’ ef- 
fort too. 

Local conditions and intrigues—Nep- 
tune in 3rd—may confuse the issues and 
result in flimsy promises (square Sun- 
Mercury-Venus and Moon). Financial 
matters, possibly military expenses 
(Mars in 2nd), may lead to sharp dis- 
putes (square Jupiter and Uranus). It 
appears probable that the Republicans 
will not select an outright Conservative 
to bear their standard this November. 

The New Moon chart of July 6th 
possesses a very different pattern from 
that of the preceding New Moon. At 
Washington, Venus-Uranus-Mercury are 
still in conjunction and intercepted in 
the 7th where they oppose Jupiter inter- 
cepted in the Ist. This places consider- 
able stress on relations with others, espe- 
cially allies, and perhaps on diplomatic 
coups and sudden peace moves and mes- 
sages. Neptune and Mars are in the 
10th, with the latter fairly near the 
M.C., so that the Government itself will 
be aggressive. Indeed, the zodiacal 
square of Mars to the Gemini-Sagit- 
tarlus opposition does not look too 
promising for “peace” developments 
though it could cause a_ considerable 
uproar over them. Foreign affairs will 
bring further responsibilities in the 
month following (Saturn-Pluto in the 
9th), while the economic problems of 
our allies will continue to be very vital 
(New Moon in the 8th). 

The Democratic Convention opens 
July 12th with the Moon occulting Nep- 
tune around mid-day. This should stress 
Neptunian factors during the Conven- 
tion, i.e., social “idealism,” racial issues, 
etc. A real fight could develop as Mars 
squares Uranus less than 24 hours after 
the beginning, and the “peace” issue 
could be as prominent and as vital as 
in the Republican Convention—and as 
misleading. 

The Full Moon chart at Washington 
of July 20th finds Jupiter exactly at the 
M.C. which is very promising for our 
government in the following two weeks 











(it is trined by Saturn-Pluto from the 
6th), especially in terms of dealing with 
health and labor problems. Mars applies 
to a conjunction of Neptune in the 7th 
and this may indicate a readiness for 
hardboiled action in dealing with ene- 
mies and some emotionalism nationally, 
in our relations with other peoples. The 
Full Moon itself (in 11th) stresses na- 
tional aspirations and their expression 
(Sun in 5th). Unusual ideas, values and 
attitudes may be struggling for the lime- 
light from the background (Venus- 
Uranus and Mercury in 4th opposite 
Jupiter) and form a contrast to more 
conservative official policies. 

Western Europe 


The New Moon of June 7th focused 
the square of Neptune to retrograde 
Mercury-Venus on Italy (Neptune on 
Ascendant at Rome and Venus on 
M.C.), while the June 21st Full Moon 
focuses the same configuration on Brit- 
ain, and possibly Spain—Venus-Mer- 
cury at end of 9th at London square 
Neptune right on the Ascendant. Thus 
it would appear that attempts to arrive 
at a “peace deal” will emanate from and 
in Europe in the month following the 
June 7th lunation, and with special em- 
phasis perhaps on the Vatican and 
Governments of Western Europe. How- 
ever, all such efforts should be ex- 
amined skeptically. Certainly with the 
Gemini-Cancer bodies all in the 9th, 
diplomacy in foreign relations will be 
vital. But with Saturn-Pluto at the 11th 
cusp and Mars in the IIth it would 
appear a poor time for conferences, par- 
liaments and attempts to deal with na- 
tional objectives. 

Nearly everything (except Jupiter) is 
Occidental in the chart for the New 
Moon of July 6th and this should mean 
that Western Europe will be quite de- 
pendent on the actions of others in the 
following two weeks. Enemies may pose 
serious challenges—Pluto-Saturn and 
Mars in the 7th. There could be some 
unusual developments in the theatrical 
world (Venus-Uranus-Mercury in 5th) 
or in educational matters. The lunation 
in the 6th makes this a vital month for 
the Labor movement. 

After the Full Moon of July 20th 
we may find the people of Western 
Europe quite vocal in expressing their 
viewpoint (Mercury on the Ascendant 
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and the only body angular). Economic 
arrangements will be specially signifi- 
cant (Sun-Moon in 2nd and 8th). In 
spite of undercover uncertainties and 
changes labor matters and health should 
improve, altho communications, treaties, 
boundary or tariff issues may be slowed 
—Saturn-Pluto in 3rd. 


Eastern Europe and the Near East 


The Full Moon appears to be espe- 
cially meaningful at Jerusalem and 
somewhat less so at Athens. At Jeru- 
salem Pluto and Saturn are in the 10th 
with Pluto exactly at the MC. It would 
appear that a real attempt to set up 
governmental authority will continue to 
be made in that unhappy land. The eco- 
nomic picture is also stressed signifi- 
cantly in that the multiple opposition 
falls in the 2nd and &th houses. Mars 
at the cusp of the 11th and Neptune 
at its end both loosely square the op- 
position and thus tend to create a pow- 
erful conflict involving money, posses- 
sions and land—in this case land par- 
ticularly as its ownership is the issue 
between Jew and Arab—with basic ob- 
jectives (11th emphasis) creating the 
conflict. The Summer should continue 
the struggle. 

The New Moon chart appears to be 
particularly significant at Athens (and 
possibly in Egypt) since Jupiter at the 
end of the 9th is only 5° from the M.C. 
and since Mars is exactly at the 7th 
cusp. Clearly this favors the Govern- 
ment but indicates quarrels with enemies 
and violence (Mars at 7th). Working 
conditions will be trying—Saturn-Pluto 
at 6th cusp. The people will hold more 
liberal ideas and hopes for peace than 


the Government (Lunation and Venus- 
Uranus-Mercury conjunction in 4th). 
The note of violence for Athens 
(Greece and surrounding area) is also 
struck in the July 20th Full Mooon 
chart (Mars at 4th cusp) only it now 


comes from within. There may be much 
underground political and diplomatic 


maneuvering and double-talk (Venus- 
Uranus and Mercury in 12th square 
Neptune in 4th). Economic burdens 


may be very heavy (Saturn-Pluto in 
2nd), but conditions of work and public 
health improved (Jupiter in 6th). With 
the Sun rising and Moon setting the re- 
lationship of Greece to other peoples is 
especially important and she will prob- 











ably continue to be “in the middle” in 
the struggle of East and West. 


Russia and the Middle East 


With Saturn right at the M. C. in 
the June 2Ist Full Moon chart a period 
commences which will be adverse for 
the Soviet Government and which will 
bring with it burdensome responsibilities. 
As Mars is also in the 10th the usual 
Soviet heavy hand will be in evidence 
and the technique of rule through vio- 
lence. With the exception of Neptune, 
the remainder of the planets make an 
8th-2nd house opposition which places 
unusual emphasis on all phases of finan- 
cial ana industrial plans, problems and 
arrangements, which will present hard 
challenges. 

Labor and management, which aren't 
supposed to exist in the Soviet “para- 
dise” but nonetheless do, may have some 
sharp conflicts and problems after the 
July lunation. The lunation itself stresses 
the people on the bottom, i.e., contrasted 
with the ruling elite, as it falls in the 
4th house. Local systems of transporta- 
tion and of communication probably 
will be snarled up (retrograde Mercury 
in 3rd) and could effect diplomatic ef- 
forts. More regulations may interfere 
with the entertainment and artistic 
world (Saturn-Pluto in 5th). 

Communications difficulties may give 
way to angry conflicts and confusion 
and thus be worse than ever (Mars- 
Neptune in 3rd square to Mercury in 
12th). The people are liable to be even 
more serious than is usual with Rus- 
sians (Pluto-Saturn rising in the Ist). 
A great deal of undercover finagling 
and diplomatic fol-de-rol] may be taking 
place all through this period (Venus- 
Uranus in 12th opposite Jupiter). 


India and Central Asia 


The June 2lst Full Moon at New 
Delhi, India, looks promising for the 
people (Jupiter-Moon in the Ist), al- 
though this could be affected by the 
sudden actions of others, especially 
Governments (Uranus - Sun - Mercury - 
Venus in opposition in the 7th). There 
may be difficulties and undue responsi- 
bility arising from dealing with the 
money of others or the land (Pluto- 
Saturn in 8th). Hindustan’s foreign pol- 
icy should be an aggressive one (Mars 
in 9th) and the Government inclined 
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to make or accept vague and misleading 
promises (Neptune in 10th square 

Venus-Mercury ). 

The period following the July 6th 
New Moon may find things less out in 
the open—only Jupiter (in 7th) is above 
the horizon. The people of India may 
try a new tack in dealing with their fi- 
nancial tangles ( Venus-Uranus-Mercury 
at the end of Ist; lunation in 2nd). 
There may also be some aggressive at- 
tempt to dramatize Indian needs (Mars 
in 5th, also Neptune). The people at 
the bottom of the social pyramid may 
be getting the worst of it, ie., more 
than usual—Pluto-Saturn at 4th cusp. 

In sharp contrast to the June Full 
Moon (Jupiter rising), the July 20th 
one finds Saturn rising and just above 
the Ascendant. India is liable to meet 
with reverses and delays. Sanitation and 
employment matters should be impor- 
tant (Full Moon at 6th cusp). The eco- 
nomic situation, which continues to be 
stressed, and which may include’ rival 
claims to territory by Pakistan and Hin- 
dustan, now should become quite contro- 
versial (Mars-Neptune in 2nd) and in- 
volve national aims and their expres- 
sion (Venus-Uranus at 11th cusp, Mer- 
cury in 11th and Jupiter at the end of 
4th) in a tense manner. Much that oc- 
curs nonetheless may still be behind the 
scenes—Sun-Pluto-Saturn in 12th. 

Far East and Australia 

Saturn-Pluto are both angular in the 
7th at Nanking and Tokyo on June 21st, 
but are the only angular bodies. This 
means that alliances and relations with 
other peoples may prove quite a heavy 
weight to carry in the weeks following. 
Disputes will focus on foreign financial 
deals and obligations which may be hazy. 
30th peoples are likely to stress a broad- 
ening of their popular aspirations, but 
to meet sudden changes in any attempt 
tc express them. This could be an im- 
portant period for changes in the edu- 
cational set-up. 

On July 6th the Lunation is just at 
the Ascendant and thus indicates the 
start of an important month for China. 
Violence must be anticipated during it 
(Mars at 4th cusp); finances will be 
subjected to a heavy strain (Pluto-Sat- 
urn in 2nd). Much diplomatic activity 
may go on sub rosa, accompanied by 
smooth talking, but its attainments are 
dubious. However, the situation should 


be better for Labor (Jupiter in 6th). 

The Full Moon is vital for both 
China and Japan. At Nanking Uranus 
is at the end of the 9th and Mercury 
nearby early in the 10th while Mars is 
just at the Ascendant (2nd time in suc- 
cession that Mars has been angular and 
thus indicating much violence or ag- 
gressiveness through this period). This 
looks as though the Government may 
have something surprising to say or do. 
At Tokyo Mercury is at the very end 
of the 9th (closest to MC.) and so 
communications are stressed there too 
but with less of the Uranian element 
of abruptness and originality. At Tokyo 
Neptune is just at the Ascendant, so 
that it is not so much aggression and 
violent argument that is to be feared 
(as in China’s case), as it is glittering 
but insubstantial promises by the Govy- 
ernment (Mercury at 10th square Nep- 
tune at Ist). Sudden diplomatic moves 
are emphasized in the foreign relations 
of both nations, while conferences are 
liable to find the going rough. 

Central and South America 

The June 21st chart emphasizes the 
importance of the Saturn-Pluto combin- 
ation for Brazil, i.e., Saturn precisely) 
on the Ascendant indicating a difficult 
and disappointing period for the Brazil 
ian peoples. But with. Mars in the Ist 
they won’t take it lying down. The un- 
usual stress on Brazil’s 5th and 11th 
houses continues from past months (the 
multiple opposition is in them this 
month) and accents the question of 
what Brazil wants and how she intends 
to express herself and to release the 
creativity of her national spirit. 

In Argentina (Buenos Aires chart) 
and Colombia (Bogota) at the July lu- 
nation Mars is close to the MC. (espe- 
cially in Bogota) which indicates that 
the Government may use an iron fist. 
In both cases the lunation itself is set- 
ting and the 6th house emphasis is po- 
tent—drawing attention to the maneu- 
vers of Labor. Disappointments may 
ensue in financial deals with others 
(Pluto-Saturn in 8th), which may well 
be the U.S. 

As at Washington, we find Jupiter 
culminating at Lima, Peru and gener- 
ally favorable indices for the Govern- 
ments of western South America (Ec- 
uador) although opposition, peaceful

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Message of the Stars 


July, 


Very surprising events may take 
place in July, and the result of any 
activity may be far from that antict- 
pated. The international scene and do- 
mestic affairs seem tremendously com- 
plicated problems both in hostile, words 
and deeds as well as peculiar confusions, 
subterfuge, treacheries or deceptions cal- 
culated to a fraction. These calculated 
deceptious appear to be particularly di- 
rected through labor in an effort to dis- 
rupt various phases of American econ- 
omy, finance, government, politics. 
Such conditions and events could have 
broken out in public confusions, restric- 
tions, mounting emotional crises of un- 
certainty, frustration, during June as 
Venus and Mercury were retrograde in 
Cancer and Mars was moving ahead in 
Virgo, but not until the end of June 
did the Mars element become so active. 
Virgo and the 6th house represent em- 
ployment, labor, service, food, medicine, 
animals, Army and Navy. With a Mars 
transit those matters are apt to be dis- 
turbed as well as health, weather, pol- 
itics, business. In this instance Mars 
entered Virgo on May 18th in orb of 
a square to the Sun (exact May 22nd), 
but the full effect of any disruption 
could come to a head between June 
27th and July 18th as Mars moves to 
square Jupiter and Uranus while Venus 
keeps the personal’ pot boiling with a 
square to Mars. These are potent symp- 
toms of trouble, high handed demands, 
bitter resentment and frightful abuse of 
opportunity, money, friendship, position. 
Counting the cost in any direction (in 
finances, power, to world-wide conflicts 
or personal over-work) will make little 
appeal to key figures or their adher- 
ents. Conventions are apt to be bedlam. 
As’ old conditions are ripped’ apart 
by the above factions (Mars square 
Jupiter-Uranus can demolish almost any- 
thing), Mars makes two parallels to 
Neptune, one while still in Virgo on 
July 7th and one on July 29th after 
having entered Libra on the 17th; be- 
yond that the next major Mars aspect 
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is a conjunction with Neptune on Aug. 
4th. It is the overlapping aspects of 
July, however (the squares and _paral- 
lels) that foreshadow intense develop- 
ments as older forms, ideas, labors, re- 
lations, movements of international, na- 
tional or personal scope are scrapped, 
and a new plan, system, strategy, union, 
cohesion, of enormous ambition and en- 
thusiasm takes shape amongst varied 
peoples on a super scale. Relationships 
of any sort, foreign or domestic, public 
or private, are due for revisions by Sep- 
tember and over the coming winter, but 
the impact in July could be most im- 
pressive. The inflationary spiral is due 
for,a readjustment. Politics and business 
could be marked by astonishing upheav- 
als and reversals. 

Totally new starts (as shown by con- 
junctions) seem to be lacking in July, 
in spite of Venus being conjunct Uranus 
twice; once on July 4th and again on 
the 3lst. Any real ‘‘newness” however 
could date back to last April when 
Venus entered Gemini for a “long” 
transit and was conjunct Uranus for the 
first time on April 29th. Surprising, ex- 
citing developments could have occur- 
red then in world affairs, relations, pub 
lic career’s or personal desires—includ- 
ing government, creative labors, arts, 
drama, romance and_ political dark 
horses. Venus then moved slowly for- 
ward to enter Cancer and turned retro- 
grade in square to Neptune over the 
end of May and first of June, when un- 
doubtedly many of the thrilling dreams 
of April were crushed—apparently a 
period of sadness, misunderstanding, 
delay, bafflement as far as heart inter- 
ests were concerned. However, by the 
first of July Venus, still retrograde, 
backs up to conjunct Uranus for the 
second time and many threads may be 
picked up or fresh hopes blossom by 
July 4th. Yet the promises or implica- 
tions of a retrograde planet are vul- 
nerable, and at best the results of a 
Venus-Uranus contact may be ephe- 
meral; that is, it can be a wonderful 
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stimulator or starter, but other forces 
must carry on or finish the job. In this 
case Venus finally turns to direct mo- 
tion on July 16th and conjuncts Uranus 
for the third time on the 3lst, when 
hopes, expectations, fruition, may be 
brilliantly achieved. 

The New Moon of the 6th may have 
unusual connotations as it is so close to 
the radix Sun in the U. S. chart. Also 
in the U. S. chart this lunation is square 
radix Saturn, Jupiter is opposed to ra- 
dix Mars while transiting Mars is con- 
junct radix Neptune—indicative of ex- 
travagant feeling, action, resistance, 
waste, loss. In the -current chart the 
New Moon falls in the 8th house. Ju- 
piter, retrograde, rises square Mars in 
the 10th and opposing Venus (retro- 
grade), Uranus and Mercury in the 7th. 
Jupiter however has a close trine to 
Saturn which is in the 9th with Pluto. 
It is on this trine (which continues 
to be more or less active until Dec. 
1948) that this nation may now take a 
firm, constructive, serious attitude of 
working out relations, promises, pacts, 
with other nations on a just but gen- 
erous basis, in spite of past agreements 
that may have been sweeping, secret or 
irresponsible. That this will be slow is 
indicated by the Saturn angle, but re- 
gardless of the pressures, uncertainty, 
nervousness and tumults now prevalent, 
great patience may be shown in over- 
coming international problems, at least 
for the time being. Otherwise this July 
chart shows the Administration embat- 
tled at home and abroad. Vociferous 
demands, volcanic feeling, astonishing 
enmity may spring from the most sur- 
prising sources far and near. Leaders 
of parties, groups, organizations, espe- 
cially labor or Congress, may be cata- 
pulted into or out of power. Reputa- 
tions, career, credit may suffer. Peculiar 
deaths may occur. Marriages or divorce 
may take place on impulse. Many secret 
or private arrangements, agreements, of 
politics, business, industry, art, romance, 
may now proceed openly as Mercury 
turns direct. 

The Full Moon of July 20th occurs 
with the Sun in the 5th and Moon in 
the 11th houses of that chart. Pisces 
rises; the ruler, Neptune, is in the 7th 
with Mars forming a conjunction (exact 
Aug. 4th). Jupiter retrograde is at the 
midheaven trine Saturn in the 6th. 








Venus, now direct, is moving to its final 
conjunction with Uran.; and is in orb 
of a sextile to Saturn. This might mean 
a new cycle for labor, industry, system, 
experience; great changes in basic or- 
ganization, direction, accumulation, and 
the projection of public opinion. Dra- 
matic moves and surprising successes 
may be permanent as the qualities of 
work, system and patience are used. 
Mars-Neptune show intense concern over 
foreign affairs and a possible dissipa- 
tion of resources as they square Mer- 
cury in Cancer. News from abroad could 
be startling.

The Moon, alone in the eastern section, 
shows that the people could be making 
drastic revisions of policy, in rules, laws, 
leaders or direction of force. 


LAST QUARTER 
July 1 to 6 
A period of crises, when it seems wise 
to maintain a sound position at all costs. 
Take no chances whatever. The Ist is 
very favorable for business or personal 
progress. The Sun square Neptune and 
Mars square retrograde Jupiter on the 
2nd could be a peak of frustration, in- 
ability to control appetites, greed, ma- 
chines, plans, persons. Reversals or 
losses may be sustained in foreign af- 
fairs, shipping, liquids, oil, finance, 
metals, amusements. Any gamble could 
fail. The 3rd seems quiet. On the 4th 
retrograde Venus conjuncts Uranus; 
this is part of a vast creative and emo- 
tional movement that began in April and 
will finish in August. After the 16th of 
July the results of past efforts, labors, 
relations will be more obvious in big 
changes.

NEW MOON 
July 6 to 13 
The New Moon of the 6th is close 
to the radix Sun in the U. S. chart and 
could be the signal for extraordinary 
developments. World-shaking events may 
be precipitated on the 7th when Mars 
parallels Neptune; a new line-up of 
forces is in process (military, economic, 
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industrial) although very hush-hush at 
the moment, Conferences, news, abound 
on the 8th. Venus squares Mars but 
Jupiter trines Saturn on the 9th; per- 
sonal anger, jealousies, repudiation of 
action, agreements, should be transmuted 
in the strength and power to grasp, 
direct and use or uphold superb skill 
in organizing government affairs, finan- 
ces, groups, industry, legal and world 
support for constructive results. With 
Uranus parallel Pluto on the 10th such 
events may be epochal. However on the 
11th as Mercury moves into Cancer out- 
cries could penetrate space, disasters 
strike or a show-down be forced. An- 
nouncements, news, premature exposure 
of high handed action, accidents, inci- 
dents, may disrupt any scheme, schedule, 
hope, association, collaboration, project, 
on the 11th and 12th. 


FIRST QUARTER 
July 13 to 20 


Disruptions could climax on the 13th 
when the Sun is quincunx Jupiter and 
Mars squares Uranus. Social and do- 
mestic affairs, religious and racial wars, 
prices, wages, outgo, income, labor con- 
ditions, may be in crash that crystallizes 
a viewpoint. International or national 
complications might tear away uncer- 
tainties and doubts, and reveal a totally 
new stand with unexpected support. The 
Sun semi-sextiles Saturn on the 14th 
when established procedures and a tight 
hold on principles will pay. Undercover 
doings could make trouble on the 15th.

Famous Healers 


FRANZ ANTON MESMER 
Part II 


For a number of years, first in 
Vienna and later in Paris, where his 
fame spread to all the large countries 
of the civilized world, Mesmer’s name 
and his magnetic cures held top place 
in popularity, not only in fashionable 
society, but as a conversational topic 
of general interest everywhere. A belief 
in Mesmer’s magical influence and 
power, which he termed to be due to a 
cosmic fluid, with healing properties 
that could be drawn from the ether by 
the physician and transferred to the 
patient by the laying on of hands or 
stroking, gained ground steadily, so that 
he came to be looked upon as a verit- 
able saint by his followers and the mul- 
titude who had exeprienced his cures. 
As in the time of Jesus, sufferers had 
implicit faith that, by having even in- 
direct contact with him, as in touching 
his clothes or anything that he had 
touched or magnetized, they would ex- 
perience instant healing. And ‘s in Jesus’ 
time, their faith, more often than not, 
“made them whole.” The highest mem- 
bers of royalty and nobility implored 
him to visit them. The populace was 
gripped by a sort of collective frenzy, a 
universal “mesmeromania.” 

It was Mesmer’s belief that “illness 
is a disturbance of the harmony which 
should be present in the human organism ; 
it is a pernicious .interruption of the 
rhythmic tide of ebb and flow. But each 
individual is equipped with powers to 
promote health, powers which create in 
him the will-to-health, the undying and 
primitive vital urge to expel all sickness 
from the body.” It was the office of his 
magnetic treatment (which we view to- 
day as actually “suggestive treatment”) 
to increase this will-to-health—‘‘an im- 
pulse being ignored by the medical pro- 
fession.” Today with our psychological 
knowledge we readily perceive that Mes- 
mer was correct in his assumption that 
the patient’s state of mind, a “mental 
representation of well being,” a desire to 
regain health, can work miracles in the 
way of affecting a cure. This assump-

tion was later to be taken up, developed 
and expanded, first by Quimby, and 
later by Mary Baker Eddy under the 
doctrines of Christian Science. In Mes- 
mer’s opinion, the doctor’s duty, as a 
medium between the great universal 
storehouse of energy and health, was to 
bring about this miracle of healing. Mes- 
mer’s magnetic treatments induced a 
nervous reaction in his patient so that 
the inner defenses of the organism were 
strengthened. The vital energies were 
increased and at first the symptoms, in 
stead of being lessened or mitigated, 
were intensified, often into convulsive 
seizures. The purpose of the magnetic 
treatment was to “push the malady to 
its extremest manifestation,” to bring it 
to a head, somewhat as in the curing of 
a boil—in other words, to promote a 
crisis. In Mesmer’s celebrated “theory 
of crises” we may recognize the simil- 
arity to the “exorcism of devils” as 
believed in and practiced in the Middle 
Ages, and the expulsive methods used 
by Peter Gassner, a healer of Mes- 
mer’s time who, while not a qualified 
physician, was & man with whose meth- 
ods Mesmer must have been familiar. 
However, it took a man of Mesmer’s 
ability and background to develop these 
methods, to individualize them so to 
speak, to popularize them and _ bring 
them in unique and startling fashion 
tc public attention. With Mesmer’s Mer- 
cury conjunct Saturn, he cannot be said 
to be the actual innovator of these heal- 
ing methods. For indeed, there is noth- 
ing entirely new under the sun! But 
it can be said truthfully that Mesmer, 
through his dogged persistence (again 
Mercury conjoined Saturn), carried on 
and succeeded where his predecessors 
left off, receiving for a time honors, 
applause and acclaim—again note that 
elevated Aquaria Moon conjunct Mars! 

As was to be expected, Mesmer’s 
colleagues (those modern eighteenth- 
century practitioners), “fiercely deiend- 
ing their new physiological knowledge,” 
were by this time no longer tolerantly 
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amused. Mesmer’s methods, achieving 
renoun on every side, were no longer 
to be pushed aside, ignored or pro- 
nounced “utterly absurd.” The fact 
was, they worked. But why? That was 
the question which the practical, down- 
to-earth, “scientific” minds of that gen- 
eration could not answer. That was the 
question the medical profession asked 
of Mesmer, and Mesmer was quick to 
rally to the defense of his magnetic 
methods of healing. He invited his fel- 
low physicians to visit his hospital that 
they might see for themselves first hand 
that he did not make use of “quack 
methods,” but “conducted his operations 
along scientific lines.” However, with 
nc exceptions, every one of his learned 
contemporaries disregarded his invita- 
tion. To them, seeing Mesmer affect 
cures did not constitute grounds for 
scientific acceptance of his methods— 
they wanted tangible, workable proof, 
that any physician could understand and 
utilize by physiological procedures, which 
at that time were the only creditable 
methods of healing among the medical 
profession. Because Mesmer was able, 
by magnetic means or otherwise, to cure 
in his own clinic did not constitute be- 
lief that his cures were scientific and 
therefore to be acknowledged and his 
methods used by others in the medical 
profession. Mesmer wrote at this time: 
“T am continually making fresh physical 
and medical discoveries,’ but as for my 
hope of finding a satisfactory explana- 
tion, that is frustrated by the baseness 
of the opposition I am unceasingly com- 
pelled to face. I am accused of being 
a common cheat, and those who believe 
in me are taunted with being fools. Such 
is apt to be the fate of new truths.” 
(That Moon-Mars in Aquarius square 
Mercury-Saturn. ) 

And so the tragic destiny of being 
born out of his time overtook Mesmer. 
Stefan Zweig states: “Those who stood 
on the beaten track, the ‘faculties,’ the 
accepted authorities, scented the immi- 
nence of new knowledge, and, conserv- 
ative as ever, were embittered against 
the man whose researches would prob- 
ably force them out of a comfortable 
rut. An underground campaign was 


started in Vienna against magnetic cures. 
Articles—anonymous, it goes without 
saying—appeared in the French and 

rman press decrying Mesmer’s meth- 





ods and casting ridicule upon them. But 
the scandalmongers did not venture into 
the open, for Mesmer’s irreproachable 
behavior made a straightforward attack 
impossible. A man who had won his 
doctor’s degree in three faculties could 
not very well be proclaimed a cheat, an 
ignoramus, a_ charlatan. Nor could 
he be accused of self-seeking, for, since 
he was well to do, Mesmer treated many 
of his patients gratuitously. Most dis- 
tressing of all, he could not be re- 
proached with being a windbag! He 
never exaggerated the nature of his 
discoveries. . . by declaring that he had 
found a panacea. He was at special 
pains to point out that animal magnet- 
ism, while of direct use in cases of 
nervous disorder, could only influence 
diseases of other organs in_ indirect 
ways. His colleagues were thus forced 
to dissemble their hatred, and patiently 
to await events.” 


The Blind Girl 


Their opportunity came through the 
instrumentality. of a young girl named 
Maria Theresia Paradies. States a_bi- 
ographer: “The whole episode was not 
lacking in romance, and even drama. 
Seldom indeed has illness found so ef- 
fective a setting.” Since the age of four, 
this girl had suffered from a sudden 
“paralysis of the optic nerve,” which 
made her, to all seeming, “incurably 
blind.” Since the girl was extraordinar- 
ily gifted as a pianist, the empress took 
her in hand, educating and instructing 
her, and guaranteeing her parents two 
hundred gold ducats a year. When she 
became older, Fraulein Paradies gave 
many concerts, and.a great number of 
her compositions may be seen in man- 
uscript form in the Vienna library. 

This gifted young blind girl was 
brought to Mesmer, and her cure by 
magnetism and suggestion was gradu- 
ally affected. A manuscript report, com- 
posed by the father of the girl, says in 
substance: 

“After a short magnetic treatment at 
the hands of Dr. Mesmer, she began to 
distinguish the contours of certain ob- 
jects placed before her. The eyes were 
so sensitive that she could only bear 
to look at these objects when the room 
had been darkened by closing the shut- 
ters and drawing the curtains. She wore 
a fivefold bandage, and yet if a light 
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were moved in front of this she would 
fall to the ground as if struck by a 
thunderbolt. The first human being she 
saw was Dr. Mesmer. She looked at him 
some time attentively, following the 
movements he made in order to test her 
eyes. She was somewhat put out by 
these movements, and said, ‘This is hor- 
rid. Can that be the figure of a man?’ 
A house dog she had become attached 
to was brought in at her request. Again 
very attentively, she contemplated this 
new apparition. ‘The dog,’ she said, 
‘pleases me better than the man. His 
looks are far more agreeable to me.’ 
She was especially amused by people’s 
noses, and could not restrain her laugh- 
ter whenever she beheld one, saying, 
‘They seem to be threatening me, and 
as if they wanted to pluck my eyes out.’ 
After awhile she grew accustomed to 
faces, and did not find them so amiss.” 

Now that the girl’s sight was restored, 
she found it difficult to play anything 
at all on the piano. When the bandage 
was replaced, she was afraid to take a 
single step on her own account, “al- 
though in the days of her sightlessness 
she moved freely in places that were fa- 
miliar to her.” The cure of this blind 
girl caused a great commotion, and at 
length Professor Barth, the eye spe- 
cialist who had been treating Fraulein 
Paradies’s trouble for many years un- 
successfully, opened a bitter campaign 
against Mesmer, his unorthodox but 
successful rival. He maintained that 
Mesmer had cast a spell upon the girl, 
and that she must still be considered 
blind, since she misnamed objects that 
were placed before her. Yet the young 
lady’s mistakes in this connection were 
easy to explain “from a_ psychological 
point of view as well as from the prac- 
tical standpoint, seeing that she had 
been blind the better part of her life 
and had to learn (i.e. the names of 
objects) from the beginning like a little 
child.” But official position always car- 
ries undue weight. Mesmer had intended 
to present his patient to the empress 
now that the girl was well on the road 
to recovery; but interference on the part 
of influential physicians nipped the plan 
in the bud. The next step was to hinder 
Mesmer in carrying out the treatment. 
Mesmer’s opponents sought a round- 
about means of injuring and discredit- 
ing him, and of withdrawing the coveted 








object from his grasp. They called on 
the parents of the girl and filled them 
with alarm by suggesting that the em- 
press would withdraw the yearly pen- 
sion (their only means of livelihood) if 
their daughter’s eyesight were restored 
and she were unable longer to be a con- 
cert pianist, for it was obvious that the 
girl would lose her attraction to the 
empress and also her public popularity 
if she were the permanent possessor 
of normal vision. 

Up to this time, the parents had 
given wholehearted support to Mes- 
mer’s experiments in curing their daugh- 
ter of blindness. But the possibility of 
foregoing their vearly income “worked 
like a charm upon Father and Mother 
Paradies.” The father now demanded 
that his daughter be instantly restored 
to him, and he even went so far as to 
“draw a sword to enforce his com- 
mand.”” Mesmer did not deem it wise to 
offer opposition. He gave his ready 
consent to the girl’s withdrawal from 
his care. But the girl herself strenuously 
objected to be separated from her doc- 
tor. “She categorically declared her in- 
tentions to continue to live in Mesmer’s 
house” and not to go to her parents. 
The mother, furious at this unforeseen 
display of what she considered stubborn- 
ness, reproached her daughter bitterly, 
even viciously, chastising her and mis- 
handling her to such a degree that the 
girl, of a naturally nervous tempera- 
ment, fell into violent convulsions. When 
she recovered from her fit, no amount 
of prayers, threats, recriminations, even 
beatings from her parents could sway 
her from her determination to remain 
in the care of the man who had helped 
her so kindly and generously, and who 
had restored her vision. Although she 
won her battle, the “alarms and excu- 
sions” took their toll of her nervous 
health, and her sight was again lost. 
Armed with this knowledge, the med- 
ical faculty did not allow Mesmer time 
to renew his efforts to restore the girl’s 
nervous health and vision. They now 
aimed at Mesmer their heavy artillery: 
“It (the medica! faculty) had mobilized 
Cardinal Migazzi, the empress, and the 
court; and even it would seem, the 
famous Committee to Sustain Mortality, 
which wielded almost supreme power in 
the Austria of Empress Theresa.” For 
it was now hinted that the girl had 
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come under Mesmer’s influence and 
magnetic power—his ‘“‘magnetic spell,” 
as they termed it—to such an extent 
that she was madly enamoured of him, 
and was willing to forsake all else to 
remain with her saviour, whom they 
contended must be her lover. Now in 
the light of present-day psychoanalysis, 
this “love transference” of the patient 
to her doctor is one of the necessary 
steps in affecting a psychological cure. 
However, in Mesmer’s generation ig- 
norance and lack of understanding cast 
any such a situation under an un- 
favorabie, even an unsavory light, and 
when the president of the Medical 
Council, Professor Stoerk, was com- 
manded by the empress “to put a stop 
to this humbug,” and the State author- 
ity intervened between doctor and pa- 
tient, Mesmer was forced to discon- 
tinue the treatment, and Fraulein Par- 
adies, protesting to the last, was sent 
back uncured to her parents. Almost 
immediately afterward Mesmer wisely 
shook the dust of Vienna off his feet, 
having had enough of “the tender mer- 
cies of his Austrian colleagues,” leaving 
his fine house in the Landstrasse and 
all his tremendous practice, to seek a 
new home, first in Switzerland and 
then in Paris. “The unwonted innovator 
had been routed; the first attempt to 
inaugurate modern methods of psycho- 
therapeutics had been discredited.’”’ The 
orthodox medical faculty could rest con- 
tent. Writes a biographer, “At the Uni- 
versity of Vienna, certainly, for a cen- 
tury and more, quiet untroubled by new 
ideas was to reign in rebus psycholog- 
icis; until there should arise a new dis- 
turber of the peace, Sigmund Freud by 
name, who would be resisted with no 
less stubborn prejudice than had been 
Mesmer, but this time happily without 
success.” 

But it is not to be supposed that a 
man with Mercury conjunct Saturn in 
Taurus, and whose chart is fortified with 
such excellent aspects as Venus sextile 
Neptune and trine Uranus, and Sun 
trined by the Moon and Mars, would 
thus ignobly accept defeat. 


Paris in 1778 


Never was a city more eager for nov- 
elty, never more superstitious, than the 
Paris of the eighteenth century that held 
out open arms and hearty hospitality to 














Mesmer on his arrival there in Febru- 
ary, 1778. Marie Antoinette, who had 
“a lively appreciation of all that was 
novel and strange and_ entertaining,” 
gave him her patronage. Mesmer was a 
freemason, and this confraternity, being 
all powerful at that time, gave him open 
sesame to the very heart of French cul- 
tural circles. This was the epoch of 
French history which was guided by 
Madame de Pompadour, who would 
“slip out of the Tuileries by night and 
go to Madame Bontempts’ house in 
order that this clairvoyant might read 
her future in coffee dregs.” This was 
the era that saw Casanova’s influence 
in the life of the Duchesse d’Urfe, who 
went, under Casanova’s instructions, a 
process of rejuvenation “by a highly 
physiological method.” (See Famous 
Lovers, April 1947 issue, American As- 
trology Magazine.) This was the period 
of the alchemist, that saw the Comte de 
Saint-Germain at the height of his pop- 
ularity, during which time he revealed 
his fabulous age by “speaking of Jesus 
Christ and of Mohammed as_ though 
they had been his personal friends.” 
Thus was the prevailing reaction of the 
French aristocracy to the Era of the 
Enlightenment, headed by Voltaire and 
the encyclopedists with their scepticism 
and irony. And into this society, greedy 
for anything sensational, anything bor- 
dering upon the miraculous, stepped our 
famed and much discussed Dr. Franz 
Anton Mesmer. 

But Mesmer, as we have stated time 
and again, had no need nor desire .to 
reap benefits from the stupidity or su- 


perstitions of mankind. “He was no 
Cagliostro or Saint-Germain, but a 
properly qualified medical practioner, 


proud of this theory, fanatically devoted 
to his idea. . . One thing he desired 
above all else, to have his theory rec- 
ognized by the official scientific world. 
He despised the enthusiasm of those 
who merely follow the fashion.” (That 
Aquarian Moon conjunct Mars!) “The 
good opinion and corroboration of one 
member of a learned academy would 


have rejoiced him more than the clam- 
our of a hundred thousand gabies.” 
However, because Mesmer was un- 
able to explain adequately his own cures 
and theories to the satisfaction of the 
French Academy, he again met with 
distrust and resentment from the med- 
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ical profession. However, the loyalty 
of the public compensated him some- 
what for the lack of tolerance and 
understanding he received from phys- 
icians and scientists, and he again at- 
tracted a large following and increasing 
prestige and honor. 

At this time Mesmer wrote, in his 
Short History of Animal Magnetism, 
“Gradually my soul was again at peace, 
for I was utterly convinced of the true 
existence of the Truth which I had 
pursued with such determination. True, 
this Truth was still in the distance, still 
surrounded by light fogs, but I could 
see the way which led to Her. . . Ani- 
mal magnetism. must be regarded 
as a sixth sense. Senses can be neither 
described nor explained—one can only 
feel them, be aware that they exist. 
The unfortunate habit (of physicians) 
of continually giving drugs will stand 
in the way of animal magnetism for a 
long time.” 

In 1779 Mesmer published in French 
his Report concerning the Discoverey of 
Animal Magnetism. Never a word did 
he write about the miracles he had per- 
formed in his cures, nor did he make 
bold or extravagant promises. The re- 
port, in keeping with his Mercury con- 
junct Saturn, “breathed modesty and 
restraint.” He wrote: 

“Animal magnetism is not what med- 
ical men call a secret remedy. It is a 
scientific fact, whose causes and effects 
can be studied. I admit that so far I 
have not been able to unravel the whole 
mystery. And it is precisely because we 
are still in ignorance that it would be 
most unfair if men should set them- 
selves up as judges in a matter they 
fail to understand. I do not need judges, 
but pupils. My whole object is to secure 
the support of some government courag- 
eous enough to give my methods a trial, 
to inaugurate a house where the sick 
may be treated and the claims I have 
made for animal magnetism be tested 
to the full. Further, I want to train a 
number of medical men in my methods, 
and I would leave it to the government 
to spread knowledge of our discoveries.” 


Puysegur and Mesmerism 


‘Strangely enough, it was not Mesmer 
himself, but one of his pupils, Count 
Maxime de Puységur, who accidently 








discovered and developed hypnotism, and 
the word mesmerism is therefore really 
a misnomer. Of hypnotism, Stefan Zweig 
states in Mental Healers, “Insignificant 
as this discovery may have appeared at 
the start, it has proved of inestimable 
value in the sequel. The field of observa- 
tion was widened, a third dimension 
was introduced. What became obvious 
after the experiment was that the 
human ‘mentality contains an immense 
sliding scale of states between black and 
white, between sleep and waking, be- 
tween reason and impulse, between will 
and compulsion, between conscious and 
unconscious; and therewith was thrown 
the first clear illumination into that 
which before had been vaguely and 
comprehensively termed the “mind” or 
“soul.” Puységur’s experiments proved 
incontestably that even the most un- 
usual, the most unnatural mental phe- 
nomena obey definite norms, no matter 
how ill they seem to fit the framework 
of nature. Sleep hitherto looked upon 
as a negative condition, as the absence 
of waking consciousness and therefore, 
as a black vacuum, was seen, when 
studied by these new lights, to be full 
of revelation. Here was an intermediate 
stage betwixt sleep and waking—a wak- 
ing sleep or a sleeping wakefulness. In 
that strange condition there was an in- 
terplay of mysterious spiritual forces 
which worked on a different plane from 
that of the conscious intelligence. Ordi- 
narily they escaped the observer’s no- 
tice, and were only made _ perceptible 
in this trance state by the removal of 
the censorship of consciousness. At that 
date, of course, these ideas were but 
dimly realized ; yet dimly they were real- 
ized even then, as an anticipation of a 
discovery which psychoanalysis was to 
perfect a century later, with such rich 
fruits for our own time. . . At last the 
basic secrets of the mind would be re- 
vealed. Poets and philosophers, those 
undying geometricians of the mental 
universe, were the first to land and to 
set forth on a journey of discovery in 
the so recently sighted continent. They 
had a premonition that treasures were 
in store for him who ventured boldly 
forward. Romance was no longer to be 
sought under druidical oak trees, or in 
the world of the ‘little folk’; extraordi- 
nary adventures could now find their 
setting in the sublunary sphere between 
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dreaming and waking, between willing 
and compulsion.” 

While Mesmer had seriously set out 
to find a new and efficacious method of 
treatment for human ills, his scientific 
researches soon gave necromancers, 
pseudo-magicians and occultists “an op- 
portunity for a mad revel; and, since 
his’ name was associated with this folly, 
he felt deeply troubled.” “After 1785,” 
writes Stefan Zweig, “ ‘animal magnet- 
ism’ was choked by the bastard growth 
of ‘meserism.’” The result was that for 
decades Mesmer’s name was under a 
cloud and his teaching discredited. 

The result was that, when he was 
growing old, he was no longer a man 
of fame and wealth. He retired to Frau- 
enfeld, a little town about twenty miles 
to the northeast of Zurich, and capital 
of the canton of Thurgeu. “Here he 
made a slender livelihood by practice 
among peasants and small tradesmen, 
who knew him only as their own Dr. 
Mesmer, and have never heard of the 
famous Franz Anton Mesmer that had 
moved among kings and emperors, the 
man whose waiting-room had _ been 
thronged by French nobles, the man 
whose teachings had aroused such a 
commotion among the learned academies 
and the medical faculties of Europe, 
and whose writings had attracted atten- 
tion in all countries and in all tongues. 
.. . His eclipse following upon so wide 
a fame and so signal a triumph is al- 
most unexampled in history. 

“Good fortune and bad are both fine 
tests of a man’s character. Mesmer had 
not been boastful or presumptuous in 
the days of his fame, and now, when 
the world had suddenly forgotten him, 
he was modest and stoical. Far from 
making an attempt to attract attention 
to himself, when an endeavor was made 
to recall him into the limelight he re- 

‘jected the overture.” In 1803, after a 
decade of oblivion, when tranquillity 
had been fully restored to a Paris about 
to become an imperial capital, two of 
his old friends urged him to return to 
that city to reopen his clinic there, and 
to attract new pupils. Mesmer refused. 
“He was weary of contention. After all, 
he had given his idea to the world, for 
the world to accept or reject.” He 
wrote: “If, despite my best efforts, I 
did not succeed in making my contem- 
poraries aware of their own interest, 





I can nonetheless enjoy the satisfaction 
of having done my duty to society,” 
He was content to go on quietly with 
his researches, in the hope that the fu- 
ture would do him justice, and that his 
ideas would flourish after his death. 

When in 1776 Mesmer had applied to 
the Berlin Academy for recognition, the 
application had been contemptuously re- 
jected. Now, in 1812, nearly forty years 
later, when the same learned body re- 
newed its investigations into animal mag- 
netism, the discoverer of animal mag- 
netism was asked to come to Berlin. 
“An eloquent invitation was dispatched 
to Frauenfeld. The Academy, the king, 
all Germany would pay him honour. 
The invitation was declined with thanks. 
Mesmer was hard on eighty years of 
age; he was weary, he could not under- 
take so long a journey; he did not wish 
to reopen the old controversy.” 

But Berlin did not intend to let the 
matter drop. On September 6, 1812, 
Protessor Wolfart was sent as royal 
commissary with instructions “to visit 
Dr. Mesmer, the discoverer of magnet- 
ism, and to obtain from him all inform- 
ation which can contribute to the con- 
firmation, rectification, and illumination 
of this important matter, and which can 
in any way aid in fulfilling the purposes 
of the commission.” Wolfart reported 
as follows: “My expectation were ex- 
ceeded when I made the _ personal 
acquaintance of the discoverer of mag- 
netism. I found him fully immersed in 
beneficial activities. In view of his ad- 
vanced age, all the more remarkable 
to me seemed the comprehensiveness, 
clarity, and perspicacity of his intelli- 
gence, his indefatigable and vivacious 
determination to impart the information 
I needed, the ease and brilliancy of his 
diction, characterized as it was by a 
great faculty of metaphor, the refine- 
ment of his manners and the marked 
amiability of ‘his behavior. When I add 
that he showed an abundance of positive 
knowledge in all branches of science 
such as do not usually come within the 
compass of one individual, together with 
a kindliness of heart as manifested by 
his whole personality, his words, his 
actions, and his environment; when I 
add, further, that he showed the most 
amazing power of influencing his pa- 
tients by his penetrating glance or by

The first impact of Uranus in Cancer

None of the foregoing should upset 
you, however, for despite the disruptive 
and sudden quality of events with Uranus 
on the Sun, developments are often 
startlingly successful, and personal pres- 
tige, publicity or accomplishment reach 
an unusual level.

or enter into a new group of people. If 
you have been developing a creative talent 
or hobby, working on research, serving 
an apprenticeship, studying, giving time 
te charitable activities, during the pe 
several years, these can now pay off 
a big way. At least you should ~wlue 
them forward, make contacts, set the ball 
rolling this fall, with a view toward reap- 
ing the real rewards from June on next 
year. If you’ve been plugging away at a 
job, developing additional qualifications 
on the side, let the boss know about it.

Crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow with seed with a 
root formation, similar to beans, peas, 
iettuce, corn, oats, sweetpeas and mari- 
golds, should be planted when the moon 
is new or in first quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil, which are similar to and grow 
from a bulb formation, such as beet, 
potato, carrot, turnip, gladiolus and 
tulip, should be planted when the moon 
is full or in the last quarter. 

Plant in the last quarter only if nec- 
essary as it is not considered the best 
time for planting.

The Sun 


The Sun as the fixed Day-Star is the 
center of our solar system, the source 
and giver of life, light and heat to the 
earth and other bodies forming this solar 
system. 

Its symbol is the circle, representing 
the everness and timelessness of spirit, 
in its center the point of Life, the nu- 
clear cell, the seed of permanent atom, 
situated in the left ventricle of the heart, 
the organ exclusively ruled by the Sun, 
which defines the fundamental urge of 
all sentient life: to endure, to create, to 
perpetuate itself. 

The keywords of the Sun are: Power, 
Will, Ambition, Dignity, Honor. In the 
horoscope it stands as the center of 
Man’s inner spiritual faculties, the high- 
est expression of the individual SELF, 
denoting the positive mainspring of vi- 
tality, his character-in-the-making, and 
by its placement in any horoscopical 
house in the birth-chart shows the na- 
tive’s principal ‘field of action” in the 
present incarnation. 

Whatever house or department this 
is, here lies the unfinished business 
from past lives, which must be taken up 
in the present, such lessons and experi- 
ences to be credited or debited in one’s 
“book of life.” 

The horoscope of birth is the outline, 
pattern or blueprint of the work to be 
done in its appointed time. The pro- 
gressed horoscope shows when that time 
has come, when changes are due or 
crises culminate; but the Solar Revolu- 
tion map, which is transitory, because it 
stays in operation only the one year, is 
most valuable in giving the circumstan- 
tial details of any current year. 

The Sun’s zodiacal position at birth 
remains the focal point throughout the 
life of the native, and is the pivot 
around which the Solar chart is made. 
In these maps the Sun may be placed 
in different houses indicating specific 
tasks to be performed, problems to be 
met or solved, or events’ to encounter 
in the ensuing year, according to the 

general nature of each house. 

The Solar Revolution charts must not 
be confused with progression, which is 
based on “a day for a year” or one

degree added to the natal Sun and mid- 

heaven for every year of life. In this 

way the progressed Sun will nearly al- 
ways remain in the same house as at 
birth. For example: let us say, the natal 

mid-heaven (10th house cusp) is 22 

degrees or Gemini and the Sun is in 

eleven degrees of Aquarius in the 5th 
house. At sixty-three years of age the 

mid-heaven will have advanced to 25 

degrees of Leo, and the Sun to about 

14 degrees of Aries. In 43° North lat- 

itude the corresponding ascendant will 

be about 14 degrees of Scorpio, and the 
progressed Sun will occupy the pro- 
gressed 5th house, just as is does in 

the birth-horoscope, fig. 15. 

The 5th house is therefore this na- 
tive’s fundamental “field of action,” 
where his inherent interests lie, where 
his “heart is.” 

The Solar house in which the Sun is 
found will be the temporary scene of 
action, the affairs of that house the 
principal interest and concern of the 
native for that particular year. As ex 
ample, using the same figure as above, 
the native’s Solar Revolution map for 
1945 has the (birth) Sun in the 2nd 
solar house. 

We will consider the first six solar 
houses and the corresponding effect in 
the opposite SIX. 

The Sun in: 

Ist house—his attention and activities 
will be centralized in the personal- 
ity; his physical constitution, the 
care and comfort of the body; seli- 
interest. 

7th house—the affairs of the partner, 
unions, public relationship, thefts 
and losses, lawsuits, war, public 
enemies. 

2nd house—his gain or loss in financial 
matters, death in the family. 

8th house—property or money belong 
ing to others, legacies or bequests. 

3rd house—intellectual interests, writ- 
ings, short travels, affairs of kin, 
artistic pursuit. 

9th house—foreign or long journeys, 

- higher education, religious urges,

rather than violent, may be voiced by 
the people (Venus-Uranus near 4th 
cusp.)

the quiet raising of his hands, and that 
all these qualities were intensified by an 
aspect calculated to inspire the pro- 
fondest veneration—I hope I shall have 
succeeded in giving the main outlines of 
the picture Mesmer presented to me.” 

Mesmer was eager to inform his wel- 
come visitor on his ideas and experi- 
ments. When he died, on March 5, 
1815, he was still fully convinced of the 
importance and the durability of his 
lite-work, and he “faced death open- 
eyed and unafraid.” 

Following Mesmer’s death, the first 
physician to make a scientific common- 
sense investigation of his theories on 
animal magnetism was a Scot named 
James Braid (1795-1861), who started 
his investigation with. the belief that 
so-called mesmeric manifestations, or 
what Mesmer termed “magnetic healing 


currents” were due to “collusion and 
illusion,” but later decided that “there 
can be a genuine self-induced sleep 


brought about by a fixed stare at a 
bright animate object.” He attacked the 
animal magnetism theory, declaring that 
“no cosmic fluid passed from operator 
to patient;” and coined a new name, 
hypnotism, to replace the term mesmer- 
ism. 

Physicians and psychologists are still 
digging in the chaff—knowing that Mes- 
mer had something—that his methods 
did’ work, and they are still trying to 
make them conform to present-day sci- 
entific standards. In a later edition, 
we plan to discuss these efforts and at- 
tempts, which will include Christian 
Science methods, and the later ones of 
Emile Coué, who applied Induced Auto- 
suggestion to the treatment of disease 
with quite remarkable results.

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Market Perspective 


Tats column has been hammering 
away at the fact that the price of com- 
modities in 1948 would decline. 

In such an action, the first commod- 
ities to evidence ‘substantial declines are 
those in the food group. 

When we write about commodities, 
however, the entire category of all com- 
modities is implied. 

When any decided trend manifests 
itself on the downward side, as occurred 
in February, it should also be noted 
that the metal and paper classifications 
in commodities generally are the last to 
reflect the declining tendencies of the 
more volatile food commodity prices. 
The first evidence that softness was 
beginning to appear in the steel price 
structure was the collapse of the grey 
market. And just this last week the 
U. S. Steel Corporation reduced the 
price of its steel product. 

As to the future of commodity prices, 
they are definitely going lower—substan- 
tially so—and before the end of this 


July, 1948 


year we will see much lower prices for 
the essentials of life. 


Commodity Averages on February 1st 
were 167. On April 26 they were 147— 
a decline of 20 points. The further de- 
cline that comes into the commodity 
group represented by the Dow-Jones 
Commodity Averages will have its cor- 
responding effect on all commodities. 

This coming decline in commodities 
does not necessarily mean a declining 
stock market, for it will go the opposite 
of expectations until late fall. 

For those who are commodity price- 
minded, we advise inventories to be 
kept at a minimum, even in face of the 
war preparations going on. Buy only 
as needed to fill inventory needs. As 
for ownership of securities, an investor 
will be safe to hold them into late fall. 

Later on this column will prepare its 
readers for a very sharp break in the 
stock market. However, this is several 
months away.
